Hurricane Belle pummels Long Island 


NEW YORK (LTD - 
Hurricane 


Belie, shifting slightly but .suddenly 
westward towards land. Monday night 
directed 100-mile-per-hour winds at 
Jones Beach and the most densely 
populated areas of suburban Long Is- 
land, 


"All of a sudden it made a little 


wiggle toward the west and that 
means it's moving across from the 
sea to the land further west than we 
thought." said Harold Gibson of the 
National Weather Service, 


The hurricane — the first of the sea- 


sap — approached Jones Beach off 


the southern tier of Long Island short- 
ly before midnight. 


Gibson said storm's eye w;is on a 


course due north across the 2d-mile 
width of Long Island toward the north 
shore at Oyster Bay, where an al- 
ready high tide caused by full-moon 
conditions was feared to reach record 
heights. 


Shortly before midnight, the storm's 


center was just south of Long Island 
moving north at 25 to 30 m.p.h. Winds 
swept the shoreline at 100 m.p.h. at 
the center of the storm. Fringe winds 
reaching from 50-70 m.p.h. swept west- 


ward toward New York City. New 
York Gov. Hugh L. Carey activated 
1,000 National Guardsmen to aid resi- 
dents in the metropolitan area. 


Earlier Belle remained far enough 


out to sea in its daylong sweep up the 
Atlantic coast from North Carolina 
past New Jersey to keep damage to a 
minimum. Hundreds of 
thousands 


were evacuated from low-lying re- 
gions along the way and most re- 
turned 
to coastlines after 
Belle 


passed. 


"High winds and tides will be th« 


main problem in coastal areas," the 


bureau said. Because of the strong 
gravitational pull of a full moon tides 
already were high, and meteorologists 
said tides could rise 12 to 15 feet 
above normal in some inlets. 


No injuries or deaths were attribut- 


ed directly to the storm but five per- 
sons were killed in an auto accident 
on a rain-slick highway in North Caro- 
lina. 


The Weather Service said Belle ear- 


ly Monday evening turned toward the 
New 
York Metropolitan 
area — 


home of 18 million people in densely 
populated areas New York, New Jer- 


sey and Connecticut. 


Thousands 
of 
lowland 
residents 


were evacuated or told to prepare to 
seek higher ground along the Eastern 
seaboard from Maryland to Maine. 


But Belle moved north past North 


Carolina, 
Virginia, Maryland 
and 


Delaware while still far out into At- 
lantic, and hurricane watches and 
warnings for those states were lifted. 
But damage was reported from high 
winds, flash flooding and high tides 
caused by the gale force winds that 
pushed 100 miles toward the coast. 


Still in the hurricane's path, offi- 


cials in New York, New Jersey, Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island and Massachu- 
setts moved thousands of residents to 
high ground, put National Guard and 
Civil Defense units on alert and warn- 
ed citizens — even those inland — of 
flash-flooding and advised them to 
prepare themselves in the event of 
power outages. 


In Rhode Island, martial law was 


declared in the coastal towns of Nar- 
r a g a n s e t t . South Kingstown and

Arlington Heights has received ap- 


proximately $73,000 as its first admis- 
sion tax payment 
from Arlington 


Park Race Track. 


The village this year receives a 10- 


cent-per-person 
admission 
tax be- 


cause of a new state racing law 
passed in December 1975. 


The first check is for the first two 


months of the racing season, said 
Kenneth Bonder, village finance di- 
rector. 


The village will receive another 


payment for the final two months of 
the race season when it ends Oct. 2, 
Bonder said. 


"THIS WAS THE balancing factor 


in the (village's) budget this year," he 
said. "We had to cut about $1 million 
worth of budget requests this year, but 


tliis (admissions tax) helped us to 
keep the services we had right on 
par." 


The law, called the Illinois Racing 


Act, reduced the state's admission tax 
at racetracks from 40 to 15 cents per 
person and added the authority for lo- 
cal governments to levy a 10-cent-per- 
person admission tax. 


Before the bill was passed, Arling- 


ton Heights officials had discussed the 
possibility of a local admission tax at 
Arlington Park. 


Based on previous attendance fig- 


ures at the Arlington Park, Bonder 
originally estimated that the village 
would receive about $175,000 through 
the tax this year. It still may be pos- 
sible to reach that figure because of 
the long racing season and recent pro- 
motions at the track, he said.

The 1976-77 tentative budget for 


High School Dist. 214 that calls for ex- 
penditures of $48 million, a 6.63 per 
cent increase from last year's $45 mil- 
lion budget, will permit a balanced 
budget, school officials said Monday. 


"We should live within our reve- 


nues," said board member John Cos- 
tello. He said surplus funds totaling 
more than $7 million in the five major 
accounts will allow the district to pre- 
vent deficit spending this year al- 
though expenditures will exceed new 
revenue by about $2 million. 


THE DISTRICT anticipates receiv- 


ing $46 million from property taxes, 
state aid and other sources in the five 
major funds—the education, building 
bond and interest; transportation and 
retirement funds. The 1976-77 revenue 
is expected to be 16.5 per cent greater 
than last year's revenue of $39.6 mil- 
lion. 


The district also anticipates receiv- 


ing $55,000 in the site and construction 
fund and an additional $1.1 million in 
the working cash fund. The working 
cash fund which will total $15 2 mil- 
lion this year, can be used for loans to 
other funds. 


The revenue projections also do not 


include potential additional tax reve- 
nue from the elimination of the tax 


rate rollback—a state mandate which 
requires the district to lower its tax 
rate. Last week, Gov. Daniel Walker 
tentatively 
approved a bill which 


would eliminate the requirement for 
cutting the tax rate. 


Roderick McLennan, associate su- 


perintendent 
for instructional ser- 


vices, said the amount of additional 
funds that might be realized fronuthe 
bill's provisions is not known at this 
time. 


THE BUDGET calls for an 8.8 per 


cent increase in expenditure in the 
education fund from $31.9 million last 
year to $34.8 million this year. The 
education fund includes salary in- 
creases averaging 11 per cent for 
teachers for the 1976-77 school year 
and administration salary increases. 


Life here too fast for ya? 
Doc agrees; he's leavm'

A chapter in the personal history 


book of the Northwest suburbs came 
quietly to an end not long ago. But 
unless 
you know Dr. Edwin M. 


McGill, or were one of his patients, 
you probably missed it. 


You missed it because life in the 


Northwest suburbs is too big and too 
busy to pause over the departure of 
one man. And that is part of the rea- 
son why McGill, 54, is leaving the Vil- 


lage of Arlington Heights for the 
small town of Kerrville, Tex. (popu- 
lation 12,672). 


"When I came out here there were 


a b o u t 9,500 people in Arlington 
Heights. Today, I guess there's about 
75,000. We've become part of such a 
large metropolitan area that I'm look- 
ing for something slower paced," lie 
says. 


McGILL WAS A kind of pioneer, 


one of the first specialists in obstet- 
rics and gynecology to set up practice 
in the Northwest suburbs. There was 
not even a hospital in the area when 
he opened his office. 


"The phone book listed between 9 


and 12 doctors, almost all general 
practitioners and of these, three were 
either retiring or retired. The nearest 
hospital was in Evanston or Resurrec- 
tion Hospital in (northwest) Chicago," 
he says. 


McGill was a charter member of 


the medical staff at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital when it opened in De- 
cember 1959, and served two con- 
secutive terms as the hospital's first 
medical staff president. 


"Where I'm going (Sid Peterson 


Memorial Hospital in Kerrville) is 
much the same kind of hospital North- 
west Community was when it first 
opened," says McGill, who readily ad- 
mits to a certain feeling of deja vu in 
connection with his move. 


ONE DIFFERENCE he is longing for 


is a lower birth rate in Kerrville than 
he has known in the child-prone 
Northwest suburbs. McGill estimates 
that he has delivered 6,000 babies into 
the world during his practice here. 
"That's a small town," he says al- 
most sheepishly. 


There is no bitterness in his voice 


when McGill talks about leaving the 
Northwest suburbs. The people and the 
practice have been good to him. "The 


towns just grew," he says. 


In a practice where 45-to 50-hour 


weeks were a minimum, McGill de- 
cided it was time to get out. 


"I'll sacrifice some money. You 


can't slow down and expect to go 
along with the same income. I haven't 
really looked into the economics of 
medicjne in Kerrville. I don't know 
what an average fee is there. 


"Hopefully what I will have is a 


little time to hunt and fish." 


BEFORE HE LEFT, McGill sent a 


letter to his many patients offering re- 
ferral to another doctor. There are 
many obstetricians and gynecologists 
on the staffs of local hospitals today 
and care "is readily available," he 
says. 


McGill says his new home town is 


"rolling and hilly" country some 60 
miles northwest of San Antonio in the 
vicinity of the LBJ ranch. Deer and 
other game animals are common.

Ed Geiss is a man who likes to be 


challenged. 


He works to help people — a job 


that has backfired and' kicked him in 
the face several times when his ef- 
forts haven't been openly recognhed 
or appreciated. But he is a deter- 
mined man who works to conquer the 
challenges that face him.

GEISS AVOIDED the stereotype by 


walking to the places he had to go 
Later, when he saved up enough mon- 
ey, he bought a motorcycle. He had 
studied enough language in college to 
fit in comfortably with the Spanish- 
speaking people there. And when 
someone would peg him for a "grin- 
go, Yankee or exploiter" he \vould 
confront them, ask them why and dis- 
cuss the difficulty.

then I would get kicked in the face," 
he said. 


"One time, I was trying to raise

Suburbs focus of meter 
tampering: Edison chief

Meter tampering, which is costing 


Commonwealth Edison Co. $1 million 
annually, is concentrated in the West 
and Northwest suburbs, a company 
official said Monday. 


Hubert H. Nexon, the utility's senior 


vice president, said an investigation 
has confirmed meter tampering has 
occurred in Mount Prospect, Arling- 
ton Heights and Palatine among "me- 
d i u m-s i z e d 
commercial 
estab- 


lishments," including several restau- 
rants. Nexon said "businesses of ev- 
ery type" are involved. He would not, 
however, release the names of those 
businesses whose alectricity meters 
appear to have been tampered with. 


Nexon testified Monday before the 


Illinois Commerce Commission re- 
questing that Edison be allowed to 
disconnect electric service unless a 
customer suspected of meter tamper- 
ing reimburses the firm within 72 
hours of notification. 


NEXON DEFINED tampering as, 


"an apparent deliberate effort to alfer 
the state of the meter so that when 
the company's meter representative 
reads it, he will record a reading 
which reflects less than the customers 
actual use or actual demand." 


Refusing to comment on methods by 


which the company detects meter 
tampering, Nexon said, "It 
might 


create more opportunity for tamper- 
ing. It would be educating the public 
how to do it." He said many times 
there is physical evidence accom- 
panied by "gross inconsistency" in 
electric bills. 


Other company officials have said 


there are several adjustable mecha- 
nisms inside an electric meter that 
can be altered to slow the meter, re- 
sulting in up to a 40 per cent decline 
in monthly electric use. Some com- 
mercial establishments can save up to 
$10,000 annually, they said. 


Nexon confirmed earlier accounts 


given to The Herald that meter tam- 
pering could be part of an organized 
crime ring. "We suspect someone is 
selling the service — soliciting on a 
door-to-door basis. It has proliferated 
in such an unusual way that, yes, we 
have some reason to believe it is the 
result of organized activity." 


TWO MOUNT Prospect merchants 


have confirmed being approached by 
a man offering to "fix" their electric 
meters. Although they were told they 
could "make money on it, ' Edward 
Pung, owner of the Towne Gate res- 
taurant, 10 N. Main St., and Donald B. 
Moss, owner of the With Style Beauty 
Salon, 14 N. Main St., refused the of- 
fers. 


Commonwealth 
Edison 
officials 


have said the electric meters of tit 
least five Mount Prospect restaurants 
appear to have been tampered with as 
part of a major areawide scheme. 


Although some company 
officials 


have contended the only way to press 
charges against a meter tamperer is 
lo "catch him in the act," Nexon re- 
futed his colleagues, saying, "You can- 
find a web of circumstances to impli- 
cate a suspect. Murderers usually are 
not caught red-handed." 


Nexon would not elaborate on alter- 


nate means by which to arrest a me- 
ter tamperer. No arrests have been 
made by the Illinois Bureau of In- 
vestigation in its ongoing probe into 
meter tampering throughout the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area. '-More prose- 
cution would be very healthy in af- I 
feeling our revenue loss," Nexon said. ^ 


He said it is important to the firm 


that more suspects be prosecuted, but 
he said Edison is concerned primarily 
with recovering the money it has lost 
for .its services. "We've acted on 
enough 
commercial 
establishments 


that we are in the process of collec- 
ting $700,000," he said. 


The company has received the mon- 


ey by billing, on a prorated basis, 
those businesses whose meters appar- 
ently have been tampered with. 


"In a number of cases, lamper'ng is 


clear beyond a doubt," Nexon said. 
"But who did it is not. The problem of 
getting a criminal conviction is quite 
difficult." 


Nexon would not say how many in- 


stances of meter tampering ha«e been 
discovered, but he admitted, "It is 
quite widely distributed and can be 
found in very large numbers of subur- 
ban areas. There always has been a 
certain amount of tampering with me- 
ters. There was a very sharp rise in 
such activities beginning about 13 
months ago." 


THE 
COMPANY, 
which 
serves 


three million commercial and residen- 
tial customers in Illinois, sampled 700 
of its commercial electric meters. 
"We were satisfied tampering had oc- 
curred" in 1 per cent of those, Nexon 
said. 


"Tampering 
is also apparent in 


residential meters but there are no 
significant 
changes," 
Nexon 
said. 


"We have not made a residential 
sample. It is nol the focus of our cur- 
rent investigation. Residential tam- 
pering is less important because the 


individual amounts are smaller " 


As a result of the increased in- 


cidents of meter tampering, Com- 
monwealth Edison in June filed with 
the ICC to insert a paragraph regard- 
ing meter tampering into its current 
"terms and conditions of service" 
statement. Nexon said now there are 
no specifics regarding tampering in 
the 
firm's 
operational 
guidelines. 


"There arc some general provisions 
that apply which ought to be tough- 
ened up," he said. 


Nexon told the ICC the thrust of 


Commonwealth Edison's proposal is 
remedial. "We don't want to impose a 
penalty, hardship or accusation," he 
said. "We are heightening our vigil- 
ance and purchasing 
tamper-proof 


meters. But there is no fool-proof way 
of preventing tampering that we know 
of."

In about 
two more \veeks, he hopes to have an 
over-all evaluation of the programs 
which will detail if the village is using 
the taxpayer's money wisely and if 
there are any abuses in the various 
programs. 


He also will try to establish a defi- 


nite goal for the programs, something 
that he says was never clearlv consid- 
ered when the programs began. 


Although the long-term responsi- 


bilities of his office have not yet been 
determined, he knows that he will he 
carrying out a similar study of the 
village programs for youth 


"I like working with people It may 


not be the simplest job, but you get 
something out of it As long as I know 
I am doing something that has goals 
to reach for, it will be worthwhile."

FBI briefing on Roselli case sought 


Sen. Howard Baker. R-Tenn., said Monday he will ask the FBI 


and the CIA to provide any information it has regarding the mur- 
der of John Roselli, a roaring '20s rum runner, underworld strong- 
arm man and gambler who testified he made several CIA-sanc- 
tioned attempts to assassinate Fidel Castro. Baker, a member of 
the Senate Intelligence Committee, said he will ask FBI Director 
Clarence Kelley and CIA Director George Bush to provide him 
with a "full briefing" on the case. Baker also said he would talk 
with committee chairman Sen. Daniel Inouye about whether the 
panel should probe the possible links between the gangland-style 
slaying of Roselli and Sam Giancana. who was gunned down in his 
fortress-like home in Chicago in June of 1975. 


Bulldozers clear Colorado flood debris 


Colorado bulldozer operators, inoculated against typhoid and tet- 


anus and warned to watch for buried flood victims., Monday 
cleared debris from the flood-ruined Big Thompson Canyon. Only 
87 bodies have been found since a flash flood roared through the 
narrow Rocky Mountain canyon nine days ago. twisting homes, 
smashing cars and killing an estimated 200 persons. The Red 
Cross lists 800 as missing. "Many of the bodies may be buried 10 
feet down in the mud," said Larimer County Sheriff Bob Watson. 
"Some may have been carried to Nebraska and there may be 
some we will never find." 


Senate OKs defense appropriations bill 


The Senate Monday passed its $104 billion version of the defense 


appropriations bill, containing nearly everything the Pentagon 
asked, but which left the controversial BI bomber question to be 
'settled later. The Senate, after a six-hour floor debate on two 
major weapons systems, voted 82 to 6 to pass the appropriations 
bill practically intact. The congressional cuts in the adminis- 
tration's request were the smallest in recent history. Combined, 
the House and the Senate cut about $4 billion from the Defense 
Department budget request for fiscal year 1977. Different views 
must be reconciled when the two versions are hammered into a 
compromise bill by a conference committee.

Spanish military plane crash kills 10 


A Spanish military transport plane carrying 33 persons — offi- 


cers, their wives and children — crashed in flames Monday near 
the coastal city of Cadiz, Spain, on a flight to the Canary Islands. 
Police said 10 persons were killed and the other 23 aboard were 
injured. A communque from the Air Force Ministry in Madrid said 
the cause of the accident was under investigation, but officers said 
one of the DC-l's four engines caught fire. The propeller-driven 
plane crashed in a hilly, wooded area 12 miles east of Cadiz, 
setting off a forest fire that firemen were still battling six hours 
later. 


Police fire on Johannesburg rioters 


Police fired into crowds of black rioters in suburban Johannes- 


burg, S. Africa. Monday, killing two persons and wounding several 
more in a renewed nationwide outburst of antigovernment pro- 
tests. The shootings raised to 11 the number of fatalities recorded 
since the current round of black protests began Wednesday. At 
least 36 persons were hospitalized with gunshot wounds. Police 
were on full nationwide alert. 


Heavy fighting flares in Beirut 


Heavy fighting flared through Beirut Monday and a Greek 


freighter allegedly ferrying arms to leftists and Palestinians in 
Tyre exploded and sank in a sabotage attack that blocked the 
southern port. Suburban battles spread to Beirut's shell-battered 
commercial neighborhoods, shattering a week-long lull that had 
prevailed during abortive efforts to renegotiate a cease-fire. 


Quake again jolts North China 


Earthquake-ravaged north China received another jolt Monday 


from a "considerably strong" aftershock centered in the Peking 
area, but no immediate reports of damage or injury \vere re- 
ceived. 


The Royal Observatory in Hong Kong said it picked up a slight 


tremor centered in the general region of Peking, where the July 28 
quake caused widespread death and destruction. The Uppsala Seis- 
mological Institute in Sweden said the latest quake measured an 
estimated 5.8 magnitude on the open-ended Richter scale but its 
exact center could not be determined. 


In New York Cityn many business- 


es, including the stock exchanges, 
closed early to allow workers to get 
home ahead of the storm's thrust. 
More than 600 persons canceled din- 
ner reservations at the Windows On 
the World restaurant on top of the 
quarter-mile-tall World Trade Center. 
But many were not frightened away. 
"I don't believe in storms," said Wil- 
liam Luce, culture editor of the New 
York Times. "Besides it's a great 
place to watch a storm." 


As Belle moved northward it re- 


mained far enough off the Atlantic 
coast to prevent serious damage and 
vacationers who had been evacuated 
earlier moved back to their cottages. 


"It's not nearly as bad as we first 


expected," said Ocean City, Md., po- 
lice spokesman James Lockard. "It 
was far enough offshore that it didn't 
do any damage." 


At Cape Hatteras, N.C., an esti- 


mated 40,000 vacationers were taken 
to shelters early Monday but began to 
return to coastline resorts by midaft- 
ernoon. "Many went back, saying 'gee 
whiz, we're on a vacation and we 
don't want to go home,' " said Jack 
Hohmann of the Dare County Red 


Cross.

Greece, Turkey go on war footing 


ATHENS, Greece (UPI) - Greece 


and Turkey put their armed forces on 
a war footing Monday in their dispute 
over potential oil riches in the Aegean 
Sea, sources in both countries report- 
ed. 


The Greek government handed its 


second protest note in three days to 
Turkey and summoned the ambassa- 
dors of the United States, Britain, 
West Germany and France to brief 
them on the crisis. 


The confrontation threatened 
to 


bring to a head the Greek-Turkish 
dispute over Cyprus that has weaken- 
ed the eastern flank of NATO. Both 
nations are members of the Atlantic 
alliance. 


The two governments officially ap- 


peared to be playing down the se- 
riousness of the situation. Athens de- 
nied any special measures were being 
taken and Turkish Premier Suleyman 
Demirel said in Istanbul there was 
"no cause for alarm." 


But military sources in Athens said 


Greek armed forces and navy ships 
had been ordered into attack positions 
along confrontation lines with Turkey. 


They said ships destined for maneu- 


vers in other parts of the Aegean 
were diverted toward a group of is- 
lands where the Turkish research ship 
Sismik 1 was making seismic oil 
probes in disputed waters. Last 
month, Greece warned it would con- 


sider such tests a hostile act. 


In addition, troops were moved into 


their battle stations along the Greek- 
Turkish frontier and in the islands ly- 
ing in full view of the Turkish main- 
land, the sources said. 


In Izmir, Turkey, witnesses said 


Turkish troops had also been put on a 
war footing, with unconfirmed reports 
the air force had been placed on "red 
alert," signifying full readiness. 


The witnesses said amphibious units 


of Turkey's Izmir-based 4th Army 
moved into combat-ready positions on 
the Cesme peninsula that juts out into 
the Aegean to within three miles of 
the Greek island of Chios. 


Other witnesses reported convoys of 


military supply vehicles, their ensigns 
hooded to prevent unit identification, 
moving toward the Turkish-Greek 
border in Thrace. 


In Istanbul, Demirel told reporters, 


"No one can stop the working plan set 
out for Sismik 1." 


George Mavros, leader of the Demo- 


cratic Center Union party, said the 
government intended to submit the 
crisis to the United Nations Security 
Council "because it threatens world 
peace." 


Emerging from a meeting with Pre- 


mier Constantine Caramanlis, Mavros 
blamed the United States for encour- 
aging Turkish intransigence in the Ae- 
gean and said American bases had 
"no place" in Greece.

being a foregone conclusion was Ron- 
ald Pruyn, an insurance executive. 


The packed court room first heard 


the clerk of the court read six ver- 
dicts of innocent against both Har- 
rises on charges of assault with a 
deadly weapon for the bursts of auto- 
matic carbine fire that peppered the 
front of an Inglewood sporting goods 
store.

Panel nixes motion for Ford to name running mate 


KANSAS CITY (UPI) - 
Ronald 


Reagan's campaign manager, John 
Sears, urged Monday that the GOP 
National Convention require President 
Ford to announce a running mate be- 
fore Republicans nominate their presi- 
dential candidate. 


The Republican's temporary rules 


committee 
overwhelmingly 
turned 


down the motion but Sears said he 
would take the issue all the way to the 
convention floor if necessary, bringing 
an early, clear-cut showdown between 
Ford and Reagan, 


In a surprise maneuver, Sears pro- 


posed that the 1976 convention rules 
mandate that a candidate name his 
vice presidential partner by 9 a.m. 
Wednesday, Aug. 18 — about 12 hours 
before the Republicans pick between 
Reagan and Ford. 


Under Sears' "trust the delegates" 


plan, should Ford refuse, all delegates 
pledged to him would be freed. There 
are a number of delegates — perhaps 
enough to decide the tightly contested 
fight for the presidential nomination 
— who back Reagan but are now 


bound to Ford. 


The latest UPI tally gave Ford 1,120 


votes, Reagan 1,038. It will take 1,130 
to go over the top. 


Reagan named Pennsylvania Sen. 


Richard Schweiker as his potential 
partner on the GOP national ticket. 
Ford has ignored demands that he re- 
veal his choice. 


A week before the opening of the 31st 


National Convention — which prom- 
ised the first real contest for the pres- 
idential nomination since 1952 — the 
Ford and Reagan forces joined forces 


in an effort to avert a party-splitting 
fight over the 1976 platform. 


Top strategists for the two candi- 


dates were seeking common ground 
on platform acceptable to both and 
trying to isolate conservatives, led by 
Sen. Jesse Helms of North Carolina, 
who want a tough, pro-Reagan plank. 


The absence of Rep. Silvio Conte of 


Massachusetts 
gave 
the

forces the chairmanship of a major 
subcommittee and narrowed Ford's 
hold on the key executive committee 
which drafts the platform. 


Conte, a Ford supporter, was chair- 


man of the subcommittee on Human 
Rights and Responsibiliteis in a Free 
Society. But Conte was not in Kansas 
City and was deposed as chairman. 


The subcommittee then named co- 


chairman Charles Pickering of Mis- 
sissippi to replace Conte and then 
elected Dorothy Zumwalt of Okla- 
homa, another Reagan backer, as co- 
chairman. Mrs. Zumwalt beat Conte 
7-6. 


The executive committee is com- 


posed of chairmen and co-chairmen of

24% traffic death 
jump in last year 


Traffic fatalities in Illinois Increased 24 per cent to 220 during 


July 1976, compared with the 198 for the same period in 1975, 
.according to statistics released Monday by the Illinois Dept. of 
Transportation and Illinois State Police in Chicago. The increase was 
the largest of any month this year, according to the preliminary 
statistics. The report also showed 1,158 fatalities for the first seven 
months of 1976, or 7 per cent more than the 1,085 deaths for the 
same period of 1975 and 15 per cent higher than in the first seven 
months of 1974. There were 116 one-car accidents resulting in 121 
deaths, and multiple vehicle accidents took 99 deaths. Cook Coun- 
ty, as expected, was highest in July 1976 fatals with 77.

MSB gains more 
bonding power 


Gov. Daniel Walker Monday signed legislation allowing the Chi- 


cago Metropolitan Sanitary District to nearly double its bonded 
indebtedness without referendum and t)uah'fy for additional federal 
grants. Walker said the bill, sponsored by state Rep. Michael 
Madigan, D-Chicago, would allow the MSD to receive nearly $225 
million in new federal grants. The measure changes the district's 
maximum non-referendum bonding authority from $380 million to 
3 per cent of the district's assessed valuation. 


Most of the federal money would go for the MSD's tunnel and 


reservoir plan to control pollution from waste water in the dis- 
trict's sewer system. The $3 billion system would give the district 
enough overflow storage capacity to handle large volumes of 
storm water, thus preventing backups of raw sewage into Lake 
Michigan and the flooding of basements. 


Group prohibited from ERA push 


A federal judge in Peoria Monday issued an injunction prohibit- 


ing the Xational Commission on the Observance of International 
Women's Year from lobbying for passage of the ERA. U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Robert D. Morgan issued the order at the 
request of attorney J. F. Schlafly, husband of anti-KRA leader 
Phyllis Schlafly of Alton. The suit was filed on behalf of Patricia 
Boehnke and Harriet Mulqueeny, leaders in the Illinois Stop ERA 
movement. 


"There was evidence they're doing a lot of things which they 


may not consider as lobbying but which appeared to be lobbying to 
the plaintiffs and also to me," Morgan said, "[assume it's either a 
misunderstanding or a disagreement over what lobbying means." 
He said his order will prohibit the commission "from expending 
public funds for lobbying activities." 


Reduce school aid: Cronin 


State schools Supt. Joseph M. Cronin Monday urged Gov. Daniel 


Walker to cut $28.5 million from the SI.287 billion school aid appro- 
priation bill passed this session by the Illinois General Assembly. 
Cronin recommended that Walker, who is expected to take action 
on the bill this week, pare the appropriation to about $1.258 billion. 
However. Walker may be forced to make cuts larger than $28.5 
million in the education budget because the General Assembly's 
budget action is still at least $70 million over Walker's budget 
recommendations. The distributive education bill is the last major 
appropriation bill Walker has on his desk. 


WIU engineer strike ends 


About 30 members of Local 8 of the International Operating 


Engineers ended a 9-day strike against Western Illinois University 
after approving a new one-year contract with the school Monday. 
The striking employes, who maintain the air conditioning and hot 
water facilities at the school, walked off their jobs at 12:01 a.m. 
Aug. 
1. Their contract expired June 30, but it was extended 30 


days. The workers wanted a raise of 60 cents per hour, but the 
university offered only 25 cents. The new contract provides for an 
immediate 25-cent-an-hour raise. 


Butz tells GOP fundraisers 


6U.S., China weigh grain sale'

The United States may make emer- 


gency grain sales to aid China's re- 
covery from recent earthquakes, U S. 
Agriculture Sec. Earl Butz said Mon- 
day. 


In a news conference before 'a $200- 


a-plate fund-raising dinner in Chicago 
for Republican gubernatorial candi- 
date James R. Thompson, Butz said 
talks on possible grain sales have be- 
gun between U.S. and Chinese offi- 
cials. 


Butz declined to provide any defini- 


tive information on the size of the Chi- 
nese sale, but said if such an agree- 
ment was reached it would not result 
in any domestic food price increases. 


"SOME OF OUR PEOPLE have 


been over there but nothing definite 
has been worked out," Butz said. He 
also said any grain sale agreement 
with China would probably come with 
a U.S. subsidy rather than a loan. 


Butz used the press conference and 


his dinner speech to praise Thompson 
and President Ford. He predicted 


Ford would win the nomination at the 
Republican National Convention next 
week. The controversial agricultural 
secretary, however, refused to criti- 
cize Ford's rival, ex-California Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. 


"I'm quite fond of Mr. Reagan. He 


has a great dedication to public ser- 
vice. I have not said a single critical 
word about him so far, and I will not 
start here," Butz said. He said he 
backed Ford because the President 
has the best chance of winning in No- 
vember. 


RTA votes to pay employes now 


The Regional Transportation Au- 


thority board, confident that the 
courts will uphold the validity of the 
RTA's budget, Monday voted to pay 
employes' salaries before a court rul- 
ing. 


"At the outmost you might have a 2 


per cent chance of losing," RTA di- 
rector Patrick O'Malley said, noting 
the RTA employes are being forced to 
take bank loans instead of their sala- 
ries.

A former Harper College public 


safety cadet has charged she was 
fired because she talked to newspaper 
reporters regarding misuse of the col- 
lege's public safety department by 
Harper officials. 


College officials said the cadet was 


dismissed July 30 for failing to report 
a violation of safety department rules 
by her supervising officer. The officer 
who committed the offense, however, 
was not fired but was suspended from 
the department for three days. 


The cadet, who asked to remain un- 


identified, said she believes she was 
dismissed because college officials 
suspect that she gave information to 
newspapers concerning misuse of pub- 
lic safety vehicles and personnel by 
College Pres. Robert Lahti and board 
members. 


THE HERALD reported June 29 ac- 


counts by past and present employes 
of Harper's public safety department 
that Lahti and some board members 
requested the use of the safety depart- 
ment, which is responsible for campus 
security, for errands and personal 
use. 


The safety cadet said Monday she 


was told the reason for her dismissal 
was that she had not reported a July 
16 incident in which an 
officer, 


Charles Erdmann, left his post on 
campus without receiving author- 
ization or finding a replacement. 


The cadet said Erdmann left the 


campus twice that night to check on 
his wife at their home after his wife 
called with complaints that she was 
being harassed. The cadet said she 
and Erdmann were the only safety 
employes on duty at the time. Er- 
dmann was the only one who could go 
on a car patrol and therefore he left 


the campus unprotected, she said. 


The cadet said the first time Er- 


dmann left, he borrowed her personal 
car. She said she was not aware that 
he had left campus a second time, 
when he apparently used a squad car 
to go home. 


WHEN QUESTIONED about the in- 


cident by Safety Chief Gordon Wall- 
ace July 19, "I voluntarily told the 
chief everything I knew," the cadet 
said. 


The cadet said when she asked 


Wallace why she was fired, "lie said 
he couldn't trust me to report things I 
had seen." 


Safety department regulations re- 


quire employes to report any mis- 
conduct they might observe by fellow 
employes, the cadet said. 


The cadet, who has worked at Har- 


per for two years, said she thinks the 
only reason she was fired was that 
she was suspected of having talked to 
reporters about the misuse of safety 
vehicles. 


"They needed a scapegoat," she 


said. "They needed somebody to pre- 
sent to the board and to Lahti to say 
they got rid of the troublemaker." 


THE CADET said she has talked to 


reporters but she was on vacation 
when the first reports of misuse of the 
safety department were published. "I 
didn't have anything to do with going 
to the paper," she said. 


Wallace refused to comment Mon- 


day on the cadet's dismissal, referr- 
ing questions to Robert Hughes, direc- 
tor of physical plant at Harper. 


Hughes, who said he reviewed the 


firing of the cadet, said she was dis- 
missed for "an omission of some facts 
on a report." He said "a cover-up was 
done and that was sufficient reason" 
for her firing. 


The RTA has not spent any funds

D. Daniel Baldino of 


Evanston, however, said he believes 
"the personal risk is limited and neg- 
ligible." 


"If we do not have enough con- 


fidence to believe we will not be held 
liable, we should not continue to ask 
our own employes to go to the banks," 
Baldino said. 


Baldino, 
however, 
deferred 
his 


request to provide emergency grants 
to transit companies, saying he would 
like to wait for a court ruling. 


DIRECTOR JAMES Kemp of Chi- 


cago opposed any expenditures before 
a court ruling, saying he could not af- 
ford the personal liability. 


"I do not chose to invite anyone for 


dinner unless I am sure there is 
enough food for Mrs. Kemp and my- 
self," he said. 


Pastora Cafferty, also of Chicago, 


voted against the salary expenditure, 
saying she did not think it was legal. 


Judge William Lynch dead at 67 


U.S. District Court Judge William J. 


Lynch died Monday at St. Joseph Hos- 
pital, where he had been unconscious 
since he underwent surgery July 11 for 
removal of a blood clot in the brain. 
He was 67. 


Lynch, a former law partner of Chi- 


cago Mayor Richard J. Daley, was 
taken to the hospital July 9. 


During his 10 years as a judge, 


Lynch presided over several locally 
publicized trials, the most recent 
being that of former Lake County 
Sheriff Orville S, (Pat) Clavey, non- 


victed on income tax violations, and 
of former Chicago Police Dept. Com- 
mander Mark Thanasouras, convicted 
in a shakedown conspiracy. 


Lynch was a Democratic floor lead- 


er in the state Senate, where he 
served from 1950-1957. He left the leg- 
islature in 1957 to serve as general 
counsel for the Chicago Transit Au- 
thority. President Lyndon B. Johnson 
appointed him to the federal bench in 
1966. 


Lynch, a bachelor, is survived by 


two sisters.

Last year, an estimated 73 million 


men. women and children who spent 
an average of Sio each visited the 40 
major theme parks across the United 
States. That was 28 million more than 
those who attended all professional 
f o o t b a l l , basketball and baseball 


games in 1975. 


Industry reports show Walt Disney 


World in Orlando, Fla., with more 
than 12.5 million and Disneyland in 
Anaheim, Calif., with more than 10 
million, were the two most popular 
parks. Incidentally, Disneyland, the 
first of the theme parks, marked its 
21st anniversary in July. 


WHAT THE industry figures don't 


show is how many visitors failed to 
get the most for their time and money 
because of poor planning or other rea- 
sons.

So here are some tips from Dennis 


Speigel, general manager of Kings 
Dominion near Richmond, Va., on 
how to visit a theme park: 


• A single admission charge usual- 


ly includes rides, shows and other at- 
tractions but check travel agencies or 
write the park. Ask also about family 
rales or group discounts. Discount 
coupons are offered sometimes by 
local merchants. 


• Most of the parks are open at 


night and offer reduced price tickets 
after 5 p.m. Some, like Kings Domi- 
nion and its sister parks Kings Island 
in Ohio and Carowinds in North Caro- 
lina, schedule topflight entertainment 
during the evening. Some hotels, mo- 
tels and campgrounds 
sell com- 


bination tickets that are good after 5 
p.m. and the following day. 


• Wear comfortable 
clothes and 


shoes and, if there are school-aged 
children, expect to do lots of walking. 
Get a schedule of the day's events, 
particularly of the live shows, at the 
entrance. Also ask for a map so you 
can plan the shortest routes to the 
various 
amusement, 
entertainment 


and theme areas. 


• Eat one big meal and snack the 


rest of the day — it's easier on the 
budget and you can rest on benches 
while munching on a hot dog, ham- 
burger, pizza or taco. Remember 
most people eat lunch between noon 
and 1:30 p.m. and dinner between 5 
p.m. and 7 p.m. Plan meals to avoid 
the big crush — eat lunch around 2 
p.m. and dinner after 7 p.m., for in- 
stance. 


• Pace yourself. Going back to 


your room to rest or nap between 1 
p.m. and 3 p.m. might be a wise 
idea, especially if you have small 
kids. Put off tie more popular rides 
and attractions until the early evening 
hours when other visitors are having 
dinner or heading home and the long 


lines will have vanished. It usually 
will be cooler, too. 


• Early starters can avoid waiting 


crowds and other timeconsuming bot- 
tlenecks by moving against the gener- 
al flow of traffic. Most visitors head 
from the gale to the nearest attrac- 
tions; you will probably get to see 
more if you start your visit at a more 
distant one. 


Speigel said the least crowded day 


at most parks is Friday — "People 
are traveling on Friday, going to their 
destination." Crowds generally are 
smaller Wednesday and Thursday, 
too. 


The busiest day at the height of the 


season is usually Saturday, followed 
by Sunday, he said. And the busiest 
months are July and August when 
school is out. 


Spiegel suggests that if lodgings are 


needed, make reservations as early as 
possible.

Arlington Heights Park Dis- 


trict officials plan a referendum 
Sept. 25 asking approval of SI.5 
million in tax supported bonds to 
construct a golf course at the 
former Nike site. Wilkc and Cen- 
tral roads, Arlington Heights. 


Thus far, the planning and 


presentation of the issue have 
been well conceived, and we are 
hopeful that park district offi- 
cials continue their thorough 
planning of the referendum. 


As final plans are under way 


to present the referendum pack- 
age to voters, park officials 
should recall a 1972 referendum 
which failed because of the way 
it was composed. 


In 1972, the park board de- 


cided to place before voters a 
potpourri of items which includ- 
ed everything from minor park 
improvements to $1.25 million to 
build an indoor ice arena. The 
package was presented as a 
single question, and voters who 
had no choice between author- 
izing a tax increase to improve 
their neighborhood park and the 
ice arena, defeated the proposal. 
It deserved that fate. 


The park district 
officials 


should have learned a valuable 
lesson. We urge them not to 
make the same misjudgment in 
the 
wake 
of statements 
by 


Thomas Thornton, park district 
director, who has said the golf 
course referendum might be ex- 


panded to include an additional 
$1.25 million for improvements 
of parks throughout Arlington 
Heights. A meeting is scheduled 
Aug. 17 to determine which 
items will be included in the ref- 
erendum package. 


If the board decides that both 


the golf course and the neighbor- 
hood park improvements are 
needed, we believe the issues 
should be separate on the ballot. 
Because the golf course project 
represents a major new recrea- 
tional 
facility 
for 
Arlington 


Heights and the Northwest sub- 
urbs, such a major issue should 
be carefully analyzed by voters 
without dozens of fringe ques- 
t i o n s included in a single 
package. 


Dist. 54 makes a faulty decision 


An unnecessary controversy 


over a lunchroom supervision 
program has been raging for 
months in Schaumburg Town- 
ship Dist. 54. 


Parents are questioning the 


Dist. 54 board's decision to turn 
over operation of lunchroom su- 
pervision to a private parent-run 
corporation. The result is that 
families who live within a mile 
and a half of school will have to 
pay $35 a child in order for their 
youngsters to remain at school 
this year for lunch. The fee does 
not include food. 


Parents will be paying more 


than it would cost for the district 
to provide the supervision, and 


therein lies the controversy. 


The 
parent-run 
corporation 


not only has to pay the salaries 
of supervisors, but insurance, 
bookkeeping, and administrative 
costs. The district need only 
pay a salary to supervisors. 


The board washed its hands of 


the lunch program on the advice 
of its administrators, who 
apparently used a dated legal 
opinion on a related subject to 
determine it was illegal for the 
district to charge a fee for 
lunchroom supervision. 


After numerous protests from 


parents, the board backstepped 
and asked the administration to 
get a fresh legal opinion on the 
question. 


It is unfortunate that at this 


time, a month before school be- 
gins, the supervision issue has 
not been settled. We can under- 
stand parents' objections to pay- 
ing a $35 fee if there is a less 
expensive solution. And we can 
only question along with them 
why the Dist. 54 board agreed to 
a supervision program before 
knowing all of the facts. 


The Dist. 54 administration 


also must be faulted for failing 
to supply the board with full in- 
formation on various options 
when it was needed. These 
months of controversy could 
have been avoided if the facts 
were in before the decisions 
were made. 


Arlington library: a great asset 


The Arlington Heights Memor-

Palatine 
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Senate bill 
flirts ivith 
energy snarl 


by MAURICE F. GRANVILLE 


An effort is being made to create a 


major battle in Congress to restruc- 
ture the oil industry. If successful, 
this could lead only to higher prices 
for consumers and increase the na- 
tion's dependence on foreign oil. 


The Senate Judiciary Committee 


recently voted to send a so-called "di- 
vestiture bill!' — formally known as 
the Petroleum Industry Competition 
Act — to the 100 members of the Sen- 
ate for debate. The bill is designed to 
break up 18 large oil companies into 
separate 
production, transportation 


and refining — marketing entities. 


It is ironic that legislation in con- 


gress allegedly designed to cope with 
the energy situation threatens con- 
sumer interests with the possibility of 
throwing the petroleum industry into 
chaos. 


Proponents of divestiture claim that 


it would create more companies in the 
marketplace and, in turn, more com- 
petition. Obviously they do not under- 
stand the intense competition that al- 
ready exists at each functional level 
of the oil business. 


Today there are more than 10,000 


separate and independent companies 
exploring for and producing crude oil 
and natural gas. No one company ac- 
counts for more than 10 per cent of 
U.S. production. 


There are about 100 separate pipe- 


line companies in the United States 
engaged in the interstate movement 
of crude oil and products. 


There are 131 separate companies 


engaged in petroleum refining. No one 
company accounts for more than 9 
per cent of U.S. refining capacity. 


There are over 15,000 wholesale oil 


distributors in the United States and 
more than 300,000 gasoline retailers, 
95 per cent of whom are independent 
businessmen. No one company sup- 
plies more than about 8 per cent of 
U.S. gasoline demand. 


By any measure, the petroleum in- 


dustry is highly competitive. The 
premise that breaking up some 18 oil 
companies could increase that com- 
petition is false. Breaking up these 
companies would not create a single 
new company at any particular level 
of competition. There would still be 
the same number of producing com- 
panies. The same number of trans- 
portation companies, and the same 
number of refining and marketing 
companies. 


In the average U.S. manufacturing 


industry, the top four companies ac- 
count for about 40 per cent of the 
sales volume. In contrast, the four top 
companies in the petroleum industry 
command only 26 to 30 per cent of the 
total volume in any phase of the busi- 
ness. Actually, more than 25 major in- 
dustries in America have higher ra- 
tios of concentration than petroleum. 


The evidence clearly shows that the 


petroleum industry is highly com- 
petitive, the best guarantee of reason- 
able prices to consumers. During the 
25 years before the Organization of 
P e t r o l e u m Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) took control of world oil 
prices in 1973, the U.S. Consumer 
Price Index went up some 85 per cent, 
while the U.S. retail price of gasoline 
went up only 38 per cent. This com- 
parison provides a good example of 
the forces of competition at work. 


The proponents of divestiture have 


not shown that such drastic and irre- 
versible legislation could benefit the 
American people in any way. If there 
is nothing to be gained, isn't it time to 
ask what America could lose? 


Without question, divestiture would 


disrupt the petroleum industry and 
embroil it in years of litigation. Dur- 
ing this period it would be all but im- 
possible for many parts of the in- 
dustry to attract adequate investment 
capital. Oil company efforts to devel- 
op new domestic energy supplies 
would be crippled and our nation's 
overdependence on foreign oil in- 
creased and prolonged. 


Breaking up the American oil com- 


panies could only serve to intensify 
the stranglehold OPEC has on the 
world oil market and give it a free 
hand to set higher prices. Stripped of 
demagogy, that will be the disastrous 
consequence of legislation to dis- 
member the petroleum industry.

Firms find life-saving skills pay off 


Business briefs 
Task unit to probe 
broker rig charges 


Samuel K. Skinner. U.S. district attorney, said Monday he has 


named a task force to investigate allegations of market rigging by 
brokers on the Chicago Board of Trade and Chicago Mercantile 
Exchange. Skinner said any frauds could have "multimillion dol- 
lar ramifications" in commodity prices and any fixing of trade 
deals could have affected prices on the open market. The extent of 
any alleged fraud is not known at this time, Skinner said, and his 
office does not believe the exchanges themselves are involved. 


The Chicago Board of Trade declined comment. At the Chicago 


Mercantile Exchange, a spokesman said, "We have always vigor- 
ously enforced our rules, and cooperate with all investigative pro- 
ceedings." He concluded by saying that if any wrongdoers were 
discovered, they would be punished. Skinner said individual bro- 
kers and some firms might ha\e been involved in prefixing trade 
for tax or other purposes.

A federal appeals court Monday blocked a big natural gas rate 


increase authorized by the Federal Power Commission unless pro- 
visions are made for refunds if the increase is later rescinded. In 
a unanimous decision, a three-judge panel of the U.S. Court of 
Appeals here issued a limited injunction against the new rates — 
nearly triple the current charges for gas at the wellhead and 
estimated to cost consumers $1.5 billion the first year. The appeals 
court judges heard arguments on the matter last Thursday after a 
two-judge federal court temporarily blocked the increase and the 
FPC appealed. 


In its opinion, the appeals panel held that gas producers could 


file new rates before the FPC reaches a final determination on the 
matter, but blocked any actual increases unless provisions are 
made for possible refunds. "There is an imperative need for a 
refund obligation as to the producer charges for the period be- 
tween .Tuly 17 and the commission's final action on applications for 
rehearing," the appeals court said. 


Walker OKs mortgage law 


Gov. Daniel Walker Monday announced he has approved legisla- 


tion which ties the ceiling on home mortgage interest rates to long- 
term government bond yields. The measure (S1719), sponsored by 
Sen. Sam Vadalabene, D-Edwardsville, passed both houses of the 
legislature by large margins and went to the governor for his 
action last month. The measure replaces the present law, which 
sets the interest rate ceiling nt an inflexible 9'2 per cent. If the 
legislature had not taken action to replace or renew the law, the 
ceiling would have reverted to H per cent. 


The legislation provides thai the mortgage interest coiling will 


he set at 2"; per cent above the current yield on long-term govern- 
ment bonds. The yields are updated every month. Thus, if the 
federal government's index during a month shows that the yield on 
long-term bonds is 6-3/4 per cent, then the interest rate limit would 
beo11. 


Miners moving back to work 


A back-to-wrok movement at coal mines in Illinois 'began Mon- 


day at the urging of Illinois officials of the United Mine Workers 
but pickets kept many mines shut down, a preliminary survey 
showed. Thomas Shocmake, Herrin, a UMW subdistrict hoard 
member, saitl the UMW in Illinois has about 13,500 members at 
mines and mine construction and estimated that more than 6,700 
were still off the job, Otis ,J. Gibson, president of the Illinois Coal 
Operators Association, said the association was still checking all 
companies in its count but that it was not complete. He had esti- 
mated that some 11,500 were off the job last Friday. 


Teamslers file insurance suil 


The Teamsters Union's Central States Pension Fund filed an $18 


million damage suit Monday charging that an Oklahoma insurance 
firm defaulted on more than $8 million in loans. It was the second 
suit filed in less than a week by the $1.4 billion pension fund, 
largest in the nation. The fund is being investigated by the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service and other federal authorities. The suit, filed 
in US. District Court, named as defendants United Founder Life 
Insurance Co.: its subsidiary, the Reis Corp., and Jack T. Masscy, 
Bernard G. Ille and Gerald Barton, executives of both companies.

quartered in Lexington, Ky., announced plans to open a shop in the 
Arlington Plaza. Arlington Heights. The firm is a subsidiary of 
Jerricho, Inc. The announcement was made jointly by Ernie Re- 
naud. president of Long John Silver's, and Jay Wiston, developer 
and owner of Arlen Shopping Centers Company's Re-leasing Divi- 
sion.

medics arrive," Benham says. 


THREE OF THE 12 members on 


the Chemplex emergency team al- 
ready are Red Cross first-aid instruc- 
tors and there are plans to train five or 
six employes to be CPR instructors, 
Benham says. 


At Kemper, emergency medical 


team members also have an outside 
interest in the business of saving 
lives. 


"Our program has been strength- 


ened by the fact that a number of our 
people are safety and fire profes- 
sionals," Grupp says. 


One of the most sophisticated medi- 


cal programs in the country is set up 
at Honeywell, Inc., Arlington Heights. 


Honeywell uses a "life pack" that 


sends an electronic picture of a strick- 
en employe's heartbeat over a special 
telephone line directly to the emer- 
gency room at Northwest Community 
Hospital. 


AT THE HOSPITAL, doctors eval- 


uate the patient's condition and can 
order the use of emergency drugs. 


Honeywell's nurse, Toni Paul, re- 


ceived special training from Dr. Zydlo 
in the use of the life pack which is 
unique in the Northwest suburban 
area. 
The life pack installation cost the 
company $3,000 to $4,000. Douglas 
McArthur, Honeywell personnel man- 
ager, says it is well worth the ex- 
pense. 


"All you have to do is save some- 


body's life — and you can't put a 
pi-ice on that —but it certainly is 
worth $4,000," he says. 


The system got "a very positive re- 


sponse" from Honeywell employes, 
many of whom are older, McArthur 
says. ''In the few cases where we 
have had to use it, it has provided 
some comfort to the individual who 
thought he had suffered a heart at- 
tack." 


LIKE OTHER emergency medical 


procedures in business and industry, 
Honeywell's life pack is to help during 
the "five to six minutes before the 
p a r a m e d i c ambulance arrives," 
McArthur says. 


It is not only large companies that 


need employes trained in emergency 
medicine, says Dr. Zydlo. "People in 
small companies drop dead just like 
they do in big ones," he says. 


Also, some companies balk at the 


cost of life-saving equipment. But the 
worth of an employe emergency pro- 
gram is easy to summarize, Zydlo 
says. "Too many times, by the time 
the fire department paramedics get to 
the scene, go through a building that 
can be blocks long to get to the 
patient, it's just about time to pro- 
nounce the guy dead." 


"An employe or nurse who's got the 


guts can act as my agent if they get 
some training. What good is it to get a 
guy to the hospital if he dies waiting 
for the paramedics to get to him."

That can become a fair-sized area, 
though, if the cancer is neglected. 


Those little scab-like formations on I lie face and back of the 


hands are often actinic keratosis. the name for the premalignant 
spots that develop from exposure to the sun They should be seen 
by a doctor and removed. Sun rays are radiation. The ultraviolet 
radiation from the sun causes these spots and is the major factor 
in causing skin cancer. I am sending you The Health Letter num- 
ber T-in, Your Skin: Sun, Aging, Spots and Cancer.

Other 
pic-laundry treatments include spraying with a solution of three- 
fourlhs cup nf hot water with one-fourth cup of household am- 
mnnia: rubbing the areas with germicidal soap: soaking in a luke- 
warm water solution with a handful of borax thrown in; spraying 
with pre-u,ash remover, soaking in a solution of three tablespoons 
sail to a quart of water, letting stand overnight, rinsing next day 
and treating with a liquid detergent. Vinegar rinses have been 
used with success in some instances. In short, a lot of things work 
and you have to try some of these until you arrive at the one that 
works best for vou.

p l o d i n g Scoreboard at Comiskey 
Park, has always held a special spot 
in my life. "Hold your ears when the 
Sox hit a home run. That makes The 
Monster' go wild," my father would 
tell me, and I believed him." 


I believed him for a long time. 
Even as a teen, it was often easy to 


conjure up a mental picture of just 
what went on inside the massive 10- 
story structure when it popped its 
cork. 
Visions of men frantically 


throwing switches and sending aerial 
bombs aloft from deep within the 
structure were always enjoyable. 


But now the last bastion of the 


childhood dreams has been snatched 
from me. 


"The Monster" is a fake. 
"Oh no, we don't shoot any fire- 


works off," said the man as the re- 
porter poked his head in the trapdoor 
that led into the insides of "The Mon- 
ster." "A fireworks company shoots 
them off from the parking lot in 
back," he said. 


Panic started to set in. Childhood 


fantasies 
don't 
tear 
down easy. 


"Where are the switches that set off 


the Scoreboard," I asked, hoping to 
see a panel that would at least rival 
the Wizard of Oz setup. 


"Just one switch, that's all it 


takes," said the man. "Well, actually 
two. They added one this year," the 
man said, perhaps because he'd no- 
ticed how far my face had dropped. 


If "The Monster" were real, you'd 


have to say it was a very sloppy and 
kind of tired monster. The heart of 
the Scoreboard dates back some SO

years, and time has taken its toll. 


The switches, that control the infor- 


mative parts of the board such as 
balls, strikes, scores of other games 
and the like, are always sticking or 
failing to catch. 


That necessitates a large supply of 


pencils, to be used for jamming the 
switches in place. 


The wind whistles through 
the 


opeings in the large structure, a bone 
chilling wind in the early days of 
spring, but not very relieving in the 
heat of summer. 


Only three men work the giant 


board, which features flashing lights, 
sound effects, and fireworks shooting 
high into the air every time a mem- 
ber of the White Sox pops a home run. 


One member 
of the three-man 


board crew posts the scores of other 
games, information he gets constantly 
from a Western Union ticker machine. 


Another controls the Scoreboard 


signs that list balls, strikes and outs. 
He gets the information from "Pike" 
or Joe, who sit behind the pressbox 
behind home plate and relay the um- 
pire's calls via a telephone hookup. 


Still another is around to throw the 


two switches that set "The Monster" 
in motion, or perhaps change one of 
the cassette tapes that provide the 
soundtrack that can range from the 
Halleujahs of Handel's "Messiah" to 
. a locomotive bearing down on a cross- 
ing. 


The "Sox-0-Gram," a message 


board used to be controlled from the 
inside of the board, but even that duty 
has been recently snatched from "The 
Monster." 


A computerized tape, fed into a 


typewriter, now automatically writes 
out the messages that appear on the 
board. The computer can put up mes- 
sages at three times the rate of the 
old way. 


All three men who operate the 


board are employes of a Chicago firm 
that is responsible for its mainte- 
nance. All three are electricians, so 
they also keep the structure in as 
good a working order as possible for 
something that's 30 years old. 


'•The Monster." the exploding part 


of the board, was added in 1961 by 
Bill Veeck, who owned the Sox then 
and came back to buy the team again 
last year. It was first in its time, but 
since has been copied by several oth- 
er teams. 


Closing the trap door and clam- 


bering down the ladder that leads 
from the Scoreboard, I wondered what 
to say when, sooner or later, my 
young son would ask me about the 
S c o r e b o a r d . I think I know.

Six baseball immortals inducted into Hall of Fame

COOPERSTOWiV, N.Y. (UPI) — 


Robin Roberts and Bob Lemon threw 
\erbal curves and fastballs Monday 
with the same dexterity they dis- 
played during their brilliant careers 
when they and four other baseball im- 
mortals were formally inducted into 
the Hall of Fame.. 


Also inducted into the shrine in cer- 


emonies presided over by Commis- 
sioner Bowie Kuhn were Fred Lind- 
strom, a star infielder for the New 
York Giants in the 1920's; former 
American League Umpire Cal Hub- 
bard; Roger Connor, the game's first 
home run king, and Oscar Charleston, 
who spent his entire career in the 


shadowland of the old Negro league. 


An all night rain and the threat of 


further downpours forced the ceremo- 
nies to be held In a hotel ballroom 
instead of on the ground of the Hall of 
Fame, but couldn't dampen the happi- 
ness and pride of the four inductees 
who were present and their families. 
Connor and Charleston are deceased. 


"I showed up a lot — that's one of 


the reasons I'm here," said Roberts 
whose 286 victories during a career 
spent mostly with the Philadelphia 
Phillies make him the fourth highest 
winner in the post - 1920 era. "The 
Hall of Fame people have been won- 
derful to me and in fact denied me 
only one request. 


"They didn't think it would be ap- 


propriate to introduce all the guys 
who hit homers off me," he quipped, 
referring to the fact he gave up a 
record 502 homers during his career. 


Then, with a nod toward th« other 


Hall of Famers, he added: "When I 
was elected, I wondered if I really be- 
longed. After looking at these beat up 
guys, I know I belong." 


Lemon, who compiled 
a 207-123 


record in 11 seasons with the Cleve- 
land Indians, introduced his 83-year- 
old mother who made the trip from 
California and tried to express his 
feelings with an old saying. 


"I've run with the elephants, I've 


heard the owl and I've flown with the 
eagles," he said. "I told my wife last 
night that after this it's all down bill 


for me. But of course she knew that 
years ago. 


"I had my bad days on the field." 


he added, "But I didn't take them 
home with me. I left them in a bar 
along the way." 


Lemon also described how as a 


youngster he once hit his mother with 
a pitch as he attempted to demon- 
strate his curve ball. 


"Early Wynn always said he would 


stick one in his mother's ear to pre- 
vent a base hit," he said, referring to 
a former teammate and fellow Hall of 
Famer. "But I'm the only one who did 
stick one in my mother's ear." 


Lindstrom, 70, described his elec- 


tion as "the handy work of the Su- 
preme Being and the greatest thing 


that ever happened to me." while 
Hubbard, 75, said he \vas "very 
proud, very humble and very happy ' 
and added, "I had my bad days, but 
every day I walked on the ball field I 
did my level best." 


Hubbard, who also is a member of 


the Football Hall of Fame, is the first 
man ever to be elected to both 
shrines. 


Connors' plaque was accepted by 


his grandson, Francis Caldwell, who 
said it was "a great honor to receive 
this plaque on behalf of the Caldwell 
family." Charleston's plaque was ac- 
cepted by his sister, Mrs. Katherine 
Horsely, who said "for 22 years I 
hoped and prayed this day would 
come."

WHAT IS THE BROWN RECLUSE 
SPIDER? 


Spiders come in an assortment of 


colors, sizes and shapes and are found 
throughout the world Although each 
has its own life story and special 
habits, all have cei tain things in com- 
mon. Each spider has eight legs, two 
distinct body parts and special glands 
that can produce silk, even though the 
silk may not be used to spin a web. 


The brown recluse spider is a small, 


rather drab little creature whose orig- 
inal North American home was the 
south central states. Its territory has 
expanded, however, and today it can 
be found in many other areas Being 
able to live for quite some time with- 
out food or water, perhaps in shipping 
crates or boxes, makes it a good hit- 
chhiker and probably accounts for its 
traveling to new locations. 


Outdoors this secretive spider tends 


to hide beneath stones and other out- 
of-the-way places. Indoors it generally 
conceals itself in dark, dry places in 
the 
basement or 
in undisturbed 


closets, drawers or under furniture. 


MARK TRAIL 


As secretive as it is, you probably 


would not pay it any special attention 
if >ou did see it. Not nearly as showy 
as, the shiny black window, whose red 
hourglass tells you who she is, the 
brown recluse also has a special 
mark. On its back, just behind its 
head, is a darker patch shaped like a 
violin. 


The body ot the brown recluse mea- 


sures about three-eighths of an inch. 
Its long, spindly legs span about an 
inch. The web it spins to catch the 
insects it preys on is not a nice, neat, 
ordinary web, but an irregular jumble 
of sticky threads that run this way 
and that without much planning. 


Some scientists tell us that the 


bonvn recluse is more apt to bite than 
most spiders, but others say that it is 
not all that ferocious. Whatever the 
case, it is best to leave it alone if you 
do see it because its bite can produce 
a very nasty wound. Unlike the ven- 
om of the black widow that affects the 
body as a whole, the venom of the 
brown recluse affects only the area 
around the bite. 


A few hours after a person has been 


bitten by a brown recluse, the skin 
begins to swell and turn red. In time 
the tissue dies and leaves a sore that 


may be two inches across and take 
months or even a year to heal. Sad to 
say, some people have died as the re- 
sult of a brown recluse bite. 


Although there are a few spiders in 


North America whose bites harm 
man, a vast majority of spiders are 
helpful. They eat harmful insects that 
destroy crops and other insects that 
carry diseases.

isms called germs are everywhere.

Scientists tell us that 
the kinds of bacteria number in the 
millions, and that some of the round, 
rod-shaped or coiled bacteria germs 
cause such diseases as diphtheria and 
tuberculosis. Although many of these 
one-celled organisms caused diseases, 
many others do not. In fact, many are 
useful, such as those that turn milk 
into cheese. 


Viruses are super-small germs that 


can be seen only through a powerful 
electron microscope.

Hurricane Belle pummels Long Island 


NEW YORK fUPD - Hurricane 


Belle, shifting slightly but suddenly 
westward towards land, Monday night 
directed 100-mile-per-hour winds at 
Jones Beach and the most densely 
populated areas of suburban Long Is- 
land. 


"All of a sudden it made a little 


wiggle toward the west and that 
means it's moving across from the 
sea to the land further west than we 
thought," said Harold Gibson of the 
National Weather Service. 


The hurricane — the first of the sea- 


son — approached Jones Beach off 


the southern tier of Long Island short- 
ly before midnight. 


Gibson said storm's eye was on a 


course due north across the 2d-milc 
width of Long Island toward the north 
shore at Oyster Bay, where an al- 
ready high tide caused by full-moon 
conditions was feared to reach record 
heights. 


Shortly before midnight, the storm's 


center was just south of Long Island 
moving north at 25 to 30 m.p.h. Winds 
swept the shoreline at 100 m.p.h. at 
the center of the storm. Fringe winds 
reaching from 50-70 m.p.h. swept west- 


ward toward New York City. New 
York Gov. Hugh L. Carey activated 
1,000 National Guardsmen to aid resi- 
dents in the metropolitan area. 


Earlier Belle remained far enough 


out to sea in its daylong sweep up the 
Atlantic coast from North Carolina 
past New Jersey to keep damage to a 
minimum. Hundreds . of thousands 
were evacuated from low-lying re- 
gions along the way and most re- 
turned 
to coastlines 
after 
Belle 


passed. 


"High winds and tides will be the 


main problem in coastal areas," the 


bureau said. Because of the strong 
gravitational pull of a full moon tides 
already were high, and meteorologists 
said tides could rise 12 to 15 feet 
above normal in some inlets. 


No injuries or deaths were attribut- 


ed directly to the storm but five per- 
sons were killed in an auto accident 
on a rain-slick highway in North Caro- 
lina. 


The Weather Service said Belle ear- 


ly Monday evening turned toward the 
New 
York Metropolitan 
area — 


home of 18 million people in densely 
populated areas New York, New Jer- 


sey and Connecticut. 


Thousands 
of lowland residents 


were evacuated- or told to prepare to 
seek higher ground along the Eastern 
seaboard from Maryland to Maine. 


But Belle moved north past North 


Carolina, 
Virginia, Maryland and 


Delaware while still far out into At- 
lantic, and hurricane watches and 
warnings for those states were lifted. 
But damage was reported from high 
winds, flash flooding and high tides 
caused by the gale force winds that 
pushed 100 miles toward the coast.

Retail spending 
ncreases 
in year's time 


Retail spending in Des Plaines for 


the first seven months of 1976 is up 13 
per cent over the same period last 
year. 


City Comptroller Duane L. Blietz 


said the increase in sales is reflected 
in the amount of state sales tax paid 
to the city. The city receives 1 per 
cent of all retail sales while the state 
receives 4 per cent. 


City records show that the city re- 


ceived $1,767,853 in retail sales receipts 
through July 31 of this year compared 
with $1,566,198 for the first seven 
months of last year. 


"We were expecting sales tax reve-

Life here too fast for ya? 
Doc agrees; he's leavin'

A chapter in the personal history 


book of the Northwest suburbs came 
quietly to an end not long ago. But 
unless you know Dr. Edwin M. 
McGill, or were one of his patients, 
you probably missed it. 


You missed it because life in the 


Northwest suburbs is too big and too 
busy to pause over the departure of 
one man. And that is part of the rea- 
son why McGill, 54, is leaving the Vil- 


lage of Arlington Heights for the 
small town of Kerrville, Tex. (popu- 
lation 12,672). 


"When I came out here there were 


a b o u t 9,500 people in Arlington 
Heights. Today, I guess there's about 
75,000. We've become part of such a 
large metropolitan area that I'm look- 
ing for something slower paced," he 
says. 


McGILL WAS A kind of pioneer, 


one of the first specialists in obstet- 
rics and gynecology to set up practice 
in the Northwest suburbs. There was 
not even a hospital in the area when 
he opened his office. 


"The phone book listed between 9 


and 12 doctors, almost all general 
practitioners and of these, three were 
either retiring or retired. The nearest 
hospital was in Evanston or Resurrec- 
tion Hospital in (northwest) Chicago," 
he says. 


McGill was a charter member of 


the medical staff at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital when it opened in De- 
cember 1959, and served two con- 
secutive terms as the hospital's first 
medical staff president. 


"Where I'm going (Sid Peterson 


Memorial Hospital in Kerrville) is 
much the same kind of hospital North- 
west Community was when it first 
opened," says McGill, who readily ad- 
mits to a certain feeling of deja vu in 
connection with his move. 


ONE DIFFERENCE he is longing for 


is a lower birth rate in Kerrville than 
he has known in the child-prone 
Northwest suburbs. McGill estimates 
that he has delivered 6,000 babies into 
the world during his practice here. 
"That's a small town," he says al- 
most sheepishly. 


There is no bitterness in his voice 


when McGill talks about leaving the 
Northwest suburbs. The people and the 
practice have been good to him. "The 


towns just grew," he says. 


In a practice where 45-to 50-hour 


weeks were a minimum, McGill de- 
cided it was time to get out. 


"I'll sacrifice some money. You 


can't slow down and expect to go 
along with the same income. I haven't 
really looked into the economics of 
medicine in Kerrville. I don't know 
what an average fee is there. 


"Hopefully what I will have is a

Balanced Dist. 214 budget seen 


The 
1976-77 tentative budget for 


High School Dist. 214 that calls for ex- 
penditures of $48 million, a 6.63 per 
cent increase from last year's $45 mil- 
lion budget, will permit a balanced 
budget, school officials said Monday. 


"We should live within our reve- 


nues," said board member John Cos- 
tello. He said surplus funds totaling 
more than $7 million in the five major 
accounts will allow the district to pre- 
vent deficit spending this year al- 
though expenditures will exceed new 
revenue by about $2 million. 


THE DISTRICT anticipates receiv- 


ing $46 million from property taxes, 
state aid and other sources in the five 
major funds—the education, building 
bond and interest, transportation and 
retirement funds. Tne 1976-77 revenue 
is expected to be 16.5 per cent greater 
than last year's revenue of $39.6 mil- 
lion. 


The district also anticipates receiv- 


ing $55,000 in the site and construction 
fund and an additional $1.1 million in 
the working cash fund. The working 
cash fund which will total $15.2 mil- 
lion this year, can be used for loans to 
other funds. 


The revenue projections also do not 


include potential additional tax reve- 
nue from the elimination of the tax 
rate rollback—a state mandate which 
requires the district to lower its tax 
rate. Last week, Gov. Daniel Walker 
tentatively 
approved 
a bill which 


would eliminate the requirement for 
cutting the tax rate. 


Roderick McLennan, associate su-

Suburbs focus of meter 
tampering: Edison chief 


by MARSHA S. BOSLEY 


Meter tampering, which is costing 


Commonwealth Edison Co. $1 million 
annually, is concentrated in the West 
and Northwest suburbs, a company 
official said Monday. 


Hubert H. Nexon, the utility's senior 


vice president, said an investigation 
has confirmed meter tampering has 
occurred in Mount Prospect, Arling- 
ton Heights and Palatine among "me- 
d i 11 m-s i z e d commercial 
estab- 


lishments," including several restau- 
rants. Nexon said "businesses of ev- 
ery type" are involved. He would not, 
however, release the names of those 
businesses • whose electricity meters 
appear to have been tampered with. 


Nexon testified Monday before the 


Illinois Commerce 
Commission re- 


questing that Edison be allowed to 
disconnect electric service unless a 
customer suspected of meter tamper- 
ing reimburses the firm within 72 
hours of notification. 


NEXON DEFINED tampering as, 


"an apparent deliberate effort to alter 
the state of the meter so that when 
the company's meter representative 
reads it, he will record a reading 
which reflects less than the customers 
actual use or actual demand." 


Refusing to comment on methods by 


which the company delects meter 
tampering, 
Nexon said, "It might 


create more opportunity for tamper- 
ing. It would be educating the public 
how to do it." He said many times 
there is physical evidence accom- 
panied by "gross inconsistency" in 
electric bills. 


Other company officials have said 


there are several adjustable mecha- 
nisms inside an electric meter that 
can be altered to slow the meter, re- 
sulting in up to a 40 per cent decline 
in monthly electric use. Some com- 
mercial establishments can save up to 
$10,000 annually, they said. 


Nexon confirmed earlier accounts 


given to The Herald that meter tam- 
pering could be part of an organized 
crime ring. "We suspect someone is 
selling the service — soliciting on a 
door-to-door basis. It has proliferated 
in such an unusual way that, yes, we 
have some reason to believe it is the 
result of organized activity." 


TWO MOUNT Prospect merchants 


have confirmed being approached by 
a man offering to "fix" their electric 
meters. Although they were told they 
could "make money on it,' Edward 
Pung, owner of the Towne Gate res- 
taurant, 10 N. Main St., and Donald B. 
Moss, owner of the With Style Beauty 
Salon, 14 N. Main St., refused the of- 
fers. 


Commonwealth 
Edison 
officials 


have said the electric meters of at 
least five Mount Prospect restaurants 
appear to have been tampered with as 
part of a major areawide scheme. 


Although some company officials 


have contended the only way to press 
charges against a meter tamperer is 
to "catch him in the act," Nexon re- 
futed his colleagues, saying, "You can 
find a web of circumstances to impli- 
cate a suspect. Murderers usually are 
not caught red-handed." 


Nexon would not elaborate on alter- 


nate means by which to arrest a me- 
ter tamperer. No arrests have been 
made by the Illinois Bureau of In- 


vestigation in its ongoing probe into 
meter tampering throughout the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area. ''More prose- 
cution would be very healthy in af- 
fecting our revenue loss," Nexon said. 


He said it is important to the firm 


that more suspects be prosecuted, but 
he said Edison is concerned primarily 
with recovering the money it has lost 
for its services. "We've acted on 
enough 
commercial 
establishments 


that we are in the process of collec- 
ting $700,000," he said. 


The company has received the mon- 


ey by billing, on a prorated basis, 
those businesses whose meters appar- 
ently have been tampered with. 


"In a number of cases, tampering is 


clear beyond a doubt," Nexon said. 
"But who did it is not. The problem of 
getting a criminal conviction is quite 
difficult." 


Nexon would not say how many in- 


stances of meter tampering have been 
discovered, but he admitted, "It is 
quite widely distributed and can be 
found in very large numbers of subur- 
ban areas. There always has been a 
certain amount of tampering with me- 
ters. There was a very sharp rise in 
such activities beginning about 13 
months ago." 


THE 
COMPANY, which 
serves 


three million commercial and residen- 
tial customers in Illinois, sampled 700 
of its commercial electric meters. 
"We were satisfied tampering had oc- 
curred" in 1 per cent of those, Nexon 
said. 


"Tampering 
is also apparent in 


residential meters but there are no 
significant 
changes," 
Nexon 
said. 


"We have not made a residential 
sample. It is not the focus of our cur- 
rent investigation. Residential tam- 
pering is less important because the 
individual amounts are smaller." 


As a result of the increased in- 


cidents of meter tampering, Com- 
monwealth Edison in June filed with 


the ICC to insert a paragraph regard- 
ing rneter tampering info its current 
"terms and conditions of service'' 
statement. Nexon said now there are 
no specifics regarding tampering in 
the 
firm's 
operational 
guidelines. 


"There are some general provisions 
that apply which ought to be tough- 
ened up," he said. 


Nexon told the ICC the thrust of 


Commonwealth Edison's proposal is 
remedial. "We don't want to impose a 
penalty, hardship or accusation," he 
said. "We are heightening our vigil- 
ance and 
purchasing tamper-proof 


meters. But there is no fool-proof way 
of preventing tampering that we know 
of."

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Hurricane Belle pummels Long Island 


NEW YORK tUFI) - 
Hurricane 


Belle, shifting slightly but suddenly 
westward towards land, Monday night 
directed 100-mile-per-hour winds at 
Jours Beach and the most densely 
populated areas of suburban Long Is- 
land. 


"All of a sudden it made a little 


wiggle toward the west and that 
means it's moving across from the 
sea to the land further west than we 
thought." said Harold Gibson of the 
National Weather Service. 


The hurricane — the first of the sea- 


b9n — approached Jones Beach off 


the southern tier of Long Island short- 
ly before midnight. 


Gibson said storm's eye was on a 


course due north across the 25-mile 
width of Long Island toward the north 
shore at Oyster Bay, where an al- 
ready high tide caused by full-moon 
conditions was feared to reach record 
heights. 


Shortly before midnight, the storm's 


center was just south of Long Island 
moving north at 25 to 30 m.p.h. Winds 
swept the shoreline at 100 m.p.h. at 
the center of the storm.

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Balanced 
budget seen 
in Dist. 214 


The 
1976-77 tentative budget for 


High School Dist. 214 that calls for ex- 
penditures of $48 million, a 6.63 per 
cent increase from last year's $45 mil- 
1'on budget, will permit a balanced 
budget, school officials said Monday. 


"Wo should live within our reve- 


nues," said board member John Cos- 
tello. He said surplus funds totaling 
more than $7 million in the five major 
accounts will allow the district to pre- 
vent deficit spending this year al- 
Ihough expenditures will exceed new 
revenue by about $2 million. 


THE DISTRICT anticipates receiv- 


ing $'IB million from property taxes, 
5-tnte aid and other sources in the five 
major funds—the education, building 
bond and interest, transportation and 
retirement funds. The 1976-77 revenue 
is expected to be 16.5 per cent greater 
than last year's revenue of $30.6 mil- 
lion. 


The district also anticipates receiv- 


ing 855,000 in the site and construction 
fund and an additional $1.1 million in 
the working cash fund. The working 
cash fund which will total $15 2 mil- 
lion this year, can be used for loans to 
othur funds. 


The revenue projections also do not 


include potential additional tax reve- 
nue from the elimination of the tax 
rate rollback—a state mandate which 
requires the district to lower its tax 
rate. Last week, Gov. Daniel Walker 
tentatively approved n 
bill which 


would eliminate the requirement for 
cutting the tax rate.

funds that might be realized from the

on a reform ticket, was indicted July 
29 by a Cook County Grand Jury. He 
is charged with three counts of bribe- 
ry, one count of attempted bribery 
and four counts of official misconduct 
in connection with a zoning variation 
requested in June by GEC Industries, 
422 Mercantile Ct., Wheeling. 


Carey said Monoson allegedly asked 


George Carpiii, president of GEC in- 
dustries, for a $10,000 no-collateral 
loan in return for Monoson's using his 
influence to obtain a zoning variation 
and occupancy permit for the com- 
pany. Monoson is chairman of the vil- 
lage real estate and zoning com- 
mittee. 


Carpin in June asked the village to 


grant a zoning variation so he would 
not have to install sprinklers or a fire 
wall in a recently completed addition 
to his building. The board denied the 
request 6-0 and later told Carpin it 
would revoke his business license by 
September if the addition was not 
brought into compliance. The village 
also refused to issue an occupancy 
permit for the addition. 


CAREY SAID Monoson first visited 


the factory in June to inspect the 
building for a report to the board, He 
said Monoson allegedly returned in 
July and asked for the $10,000 no-col- 
lateral loan in return for using his in- 
fluence in obtaining the zoning vari- 
ation and the occupancy permit.

A chapter in the personal history 


book of the Northwest suburbs came 
quietly to an end not long ago. But 
unless you know Dr. Edwin M. 
McGill, or were one of his patlerrts, 
you probably missed it. 


You missed it because life in the 


Northwest suburbs is too big and too 
busy to pause over the departure of 
one man. And that is part of the rea- 
son why McGUI, 54, is leaving the Vil- 


lage of Arlington Heights for the 
small town of Kerrville, Tex. (popu- 
lation 12,672). 


"When I came out here there were 


a b o u t 9,500 people in Arlington 
Heights. Today, I guess there's about 
75,000. We've become part of such a 
large metropolitan area that I'm look- 
ing for something slower paced," lie 
says. 


McGILL WAS A kind of pioneer, 


one of the first specialists in obstet- 
rics and gynecology to set up practice 
in the Northwest suburbs. There was 
not even a hospital in the area when 
he opened his office. 


"The phone book listed between 9 


and 12 doctors, almost all general 
practitioners and of these, three were 
either retiring or retired. The nearest 
hospital was in Evanston or Resurrec- 
tion Hospital in (northwest) Chicago," 
he says. 


McGill was a charter member of 


the medical staff at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital when it opened in De- 
cember 1959, and served two con- 
secutive terms as the hospital's first 
medical staff president. 


"Where I'm going (Sid Peterson 


Memorial Hospital in Kerrville) is 
much the same kind of hospital North- 
west Community was when it first 
opened," says McGill, who readily ad- 
mits to a certain feeling of deja vu in 
connection with his move. 


ONE DIFFERENCE he is longing for 


is a lower birth rate in Kerrville than 
he has known in the child-prone 
Northwest suburbs. McGill estimates 
that he has delivered 6,000 babies into 
the world during his practice here. 
"That's a small town," he says al- 
most sheepishly. 


There is no bitterness in his voice 


when McGill talks about leaving the 
Northwest suburbs. The people and the 
practice have been good to him. "The 


towns just grew," he says. 


In a practice where 45-to 50-hour 


weeks were a minimum, McGill de- 
cided it was time to get out. 


"I'll sacrifice some money. You 


can't slow down and expect to go 
along with the same income. I haven't 
really looked into the economics of 
medicine in Kerrville. I don't know 
what an average fee is there. 


"Hopefully what I will have is a 


little time to hunt and fish." 


BEFORE HE LEFT, McGill sent a 


letter to his many patients offering re- 
ferral to another doctor. There are 
many obstetricians and gynecologists 
on the staffs of local hospitals today 
and care "is readily available," he 
says. 


McGill says his new home town is 


"rolling and hilly" country some 60 
miles northwest of San Antonio in the 
vicinity of the LBJ ranch.

Dist. 96 reviews $2 million budget 


A $2 million tentative budget for the 


1976-77 school year was reviewed

The tenative budget also allots 


$10,000 for a teacher and $7,000 for 
equipment to begin a home econom- 
ics program at Twin Groves School 


The budget allows a 3 per cent in- 


crease in administrator, teacher and 
other staff salaries. Teachers cur- 
rently are negotiating further salary 


increases for the coming school year 


The budget will be on public display 


beginning Friday at Kildeer School. 
Long Grove. A public hearing will be 
held at 8 p.m. Sept. 13 at Kildeer 
School before the board gives final ap- 
proval to the budget.

Suburbs focus of meter 
tampering: Edison chief

Meter tampering, which is costing 


Commonwealth Edison Co. $1 million 
annually, is concentrated in the West 
and Northwest suburbs, a company 
official said Monday. 


Hubert H. Nexon, the utility's senior 


vice president, said an investigation 
has confirmed meter tampering has 
occurred in Mount Prospect, Arling- 
ton Heights and Palatine among "me- 
d i u m-s i z e d 
commercial 
estab- 


lishments," including several restau- 
rants. Nexon said "businesses of ev- 
ery type" are involved. He would not, 
however, release the names of those 
businesses whose electricity meters 
appear to have been tamoered with. 


Nexon testified Monday before the 


Illinois Commerce Commission re- 
questing that Edison be allowed to 
disconnect electric service unless a 
customer suspected of meter tamper- 
ing reimburses the firm within 72 
hours of notification. 


NEXON DEFINED tampering as, 


"an apparent deliberate effort to alter 
the state of the meter so that when 
the company's meter 
representative 


reads it, he will record a reading 
which reflects less than the customers 
actual use or actual demand." 


Refusing to comment on methods by 


which the company detects meter 
tampering, Nexon said, "It might 
create more opportunity for tamper- 
ing. It would be educating the public 
how to do it." He said many times 
there is physical evidence 
accom- 


panied by "gross inconsistency" in 
electric bills. 


Other company officials have said 


there are several adjustable mecha- 
nisms inside an electric meler that 
can be altered to slow the meter, re- 
sulting in up to a 40 per cent decline 
in monthly electric use. Some com- 
mercial establishments can save up to 
$10,000 annually, they said. 


Nexon confirmed earlier accounts 


given to The Herald that meter tam- 
pering could be part of an organized 
crime ring. "We suspect someone.is 
selling the service — soliciting on a 
door-to-door basis. It has proliferated 
in such an unusual way that, yes, we 
have some reason to believe it is the 
result of organized activity." 


TWO MOUNT Prospect merchants 


have confirmed being approached by 
a man offering to "fix" their electric 
meters. Although they were told they 
could "make money on it,' Edward 
Pung, owner of the Towne Gate res- 
taurant, 10 N. Main St., and Donald B. 
Moss, owner of the With Style Beauty 
Salon, 14 N. Main St, refused the of- 
fers. 


Commonwealth 
Edison 
officials 


have said the electric meters of at 
least five Mount Prospect restaurants 
appear to have been tampered with as 
part of a major areawide scheme. 


Although some 'company 
officials 


have contended the only way to press 
charges against a meter tamperer is 
to "catch him in the act," Nexon re- 
futed his colleagues, saying, "You can 
find a web of circumstances to impli- 
cate a suspect. Murderers usually are 
not caught red-handed." 


Nexon would not elaborate on alter- 


nate means by which to arrest a me- 
ter tamperer. No arrests have been' 
made by the Illinois Bureau of In- 


vestigation in its ongoing probe into 
meter tampering throughout the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area '-More prose- 
cution would be very healthy in af- 
fecting our revenue loss." Nexon said 


He said it is important to the firm 


that more suspects be prosecuted, but 
he said Edison is concerned primarily 
with recovering the money it has lost 
for its services. "We've acted on 
enough 
commercial establishments 


that we are in the process of collec- 
ting $700,000," he said. 


The company has received the mon- 


ey by billing, on a prorated basis, 
those businesses whose meters appar- 
ently have been tampered with. 


"In a number of cases, tamperng is 


clear beyond a doubt," Nexon said. 
"But who did it is not. The problem of 
getting a criminal conviction is quite 
difficult." 


Nexon would not say how many in- 


stances of meter tampering have been 
discovered, but he admitted. "It is 
quite widely distributed and can be 
found in very large numbers of subur- 
ban areas. There always has been a 
certain amount of tampering with me- 
ters. There was a very sharp rise in 
such activities beginning about 
W 


months ago." 


THE 
COMPANY, 
which 
serves 


three million commercisl and residen- 
tial customers in Illinois, sampled 700 
of its commercial electric meters. 
"We were satisfied tampering had oc- 
curred" in 1 per cent of those, Nexon 
said. 


"Tampering 
is also apparent in 


residential meters but there are no 
significant 
changes," 
Nexon said. 


"We have not made a residential 
sample. It is not the focus of our cur- 
rent investigation. Residential tam- 
pering is less important because the 
individual amounts are smaller." 


As a result of the increased in- 


cidents of meter tampering. Com- 
monwealth Edison in June filed with 
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the ICC to insert a paragraph regard- 
ing meter tampering into its current 
"terms and conditions of service" 
statement. Nexon said now there are 
no specifics regarding tampering in 
the 
firm's 
operational 
guidelines. 


"There are some general provisions 
that apply which ought to be tough- 
ened up," he said. 


Nexon told the ICC the thrust of 


Commonwealth Edison's proposal is 
remedial. "We don't want to impose a 
penalty, hardship or accusation," he 
said. "We are heightening our vigil- 
ance and 
purchasing tamper-proof 


meters. But there is no fool-proof way 
of preventing tampering that we know 
of." 


Interested 
citizens and representa- 


tives of senior citizens, PTAs and oth- 
er groups arc urged to attend the 
meeting. 


Joyce Klug of Lake Zurick. a mem- 


ber of the agency board, urges resi- 
dents in the southwestern portion of 
the county to participate in the meet- 
ing. Mrs. Klug said the southwest 
county has not been adequately repre- 
sented in the past on health planning 
agencies. 


"Experience 
is not necessary," 


Mrs. Klug said. "Whatever training is 
needed will be provided. Your opinion 
has value, come to the meeting and 
see how you might become involved."

Hurricane Belle pummels Long Island 


NEW YORK (UPH - 
Hurricane 


Belle, shifting slightly but suddenly 
westward towards land, Monday night 
directed 
100-mile-per-hotir winds at 


Jones Beach and the most densely 
populated areas of .suburban Long Is- 
land. 


"All of a sudden it made a little 


wiggle toward the west and that 
means it's moving across from the 
sea to the land further west than we 
thought." said Harold Gibson of the 
National Weather Service. 


The hurricane — the first of the sea- 


son — approached Jones Beach off 


the southern tier of Long Island short- 
ly before midnight. 


Gibson said storm's eye was on a 


course due north across the 25-mile 
width of Long Island toward the north 
shore at Oyster Bay, where an al- 
ready high tide caused by full-moon 
conditions was feared to reach record 
heights. 


Shortly before midnight, the storm's 


center was just south of Long Island 
moving north at 25 to 30 m.p.h. Winds 
swept the shoreline at 100 m.p.h. at 
the center of the storm. Fringe winds 
reaching from 50-70 m.p.h, swept west- 


ward toward New York City, New 
York Gov. Hugh L. Carey activated 
l.OOO National Guardsmen to aid resi- 
dents in the metropolitan area. 


Earlier Belle remained far enough 


out to sea in its daylong sweep up the 
Atlantic coast from North Carolina 
past New Jersey to keep damage to a . 
minimum. Hundreds of thousands 
were evacuated 
from low-lying re- 


gions along the way and most re- 
turned to coastlines after 
Belle 


passed.

A chapter in the personal history 


book of the Northwest suburbs came 
quietly to an end not long ago. But 
unless you 
know Dr. Edwin M.

The nearest 
hospital was in Evanston or Resurrec- 
tion Hospital in (northwest) Chicago," 
he says. 


McGill was a charter member of 


the medical staff at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital when it opened in De- 
cember 1959, and served two con- 
secutive terms as the hospital's first 
medical staff president. 


"Where I'm going (Sid Peterson 


Memorial Hospital in Kerrville) is 
much the same kind of hospital North- 
west Community was when it first 
opened," says McGill, who readily ad- 
mits to a certain feeling of deja vu in 
connection with his move. 


ONE DIFFERENCE he is longing for 


is a lower birth rate in Kerrville than 
he has known in the child-prone 
Northwest suburbs. McGill estimates 
that he has delivered 6,000 babies into 
the world during his practice here. 
"That's a small town," he says al- 
most sheepishly. 


There is no bitterness in his voice 


when McGill talks about leaving the 
Northwest suburbs. The people and the 
practice have been good to him. "The 


towns just grew," he says.

NEXON DEFINED tampering as, 


"an apparent deliberate effort to alter 
the state of the meter so that when 
the company's meter representative 
reads it, he will record a reading 
which reflects less than the customers 
actual use or actual demand." 


Refusing to comment on methods by 


which the company detects meter 
tampering, Nexon said, "It 
might 


create more opportunity for tamper- 
ing. It would be educating the public 
how to do it." He said many times 
there is physical evidence accom- 
panied by "gross inconsistency" in 
electric bills. 


Other company officials have said 


there are several adjustable mecha- 
nisms inside an electric meter that 
can be altered to slow the meter, re- 
sulting in up to a 40 per cent decline 
in monthly electric use. Some com- 
mercial establishments can save up to 
$10.000 annually, they said. 


Nexon confirmed earlier accounts

"More prose- 
cution would be very healthy in af- 
fecting our revenue loss," Nexon said.

A chapter in the personal history 


book of the Northwest suburbs came 
quietly to an end not long ago. But 
unless you know Dr. Edwin M.

Balanced Dist. 214 budget seen 


The 
1976-77 tentative budget for 


High School Dist. 214 that calls for ex- 
penditures of $48 million, a 6.63 per 
cent increase from last year's $45 mil- 
lion budget, will permit a balanced 
budget, school officials said Monday. 


"We should live within our reve- 


nues," said board member John Cos- 
tello. He said surplus funds totaling 
more than $7 million in the five major 
accounts will allow the district to pre- 
vent deficit spending this year al- 
though expenditures will exceed new 
revenue by about $2 million. 


THE DISTRICT anticipates receiv- 


ing $46 million from property taxes, 
state aid and other sources in the five 
major funds—the education, building 
bond and interest, transportation and 
retirement funds. The 1976-77 revenue 
is expected to be 16.5 per cent greater 
than last year's revenue of $39.6 mil- 
lion. 


The district also anticipates receiv- 


ing $55,000 in the site and construction 
fund and an additional $1.1 million in 
the working cash fund. The working 
cash fund which will total $15.2 mil- 
lion this year, can be used for loans to 
other funds. 


The revenue projections also do not 


include potential additional tax reve- 
nue from the elimination of the tax 
rate rollback—a state mandate which 
requires the district to lower its tax 
rate. Last week, Gov, Daniel Walker 
tentatively approved a bill which 


would eliminate the requirement for 
cutting the tax rate.

Suburbs focus of meter 
tampering: Edison chief

Meter tampering, which is costing 


Commonwealth Edison Co. $1 million 
annually, is concentrated in the West 
and Northwest suburbs, a company 
official said Monday. 


Hubert H. Nexon, the utility's senior 


vice president, said an investigation 
has confirmed meter tampering has 
occurred in Mount Prospect, Arling- 
ton Heights and Palatine among "me- 
d i u m-s i z e d 
commercial 
estab- 


lishments," including several restau- 
rants. Nexon said "businesses of ev- 
ery type" are involved. He would not, 
however, release the names of those 
businesses whose electricity meters 
appear to have been tampered with. 


Nexon testified Monday before the 


Illinois Commerce Commission re- 
questing that Edison be allowed to 
disconnect electric service unless a 
customer suspected of meter tamper- 
ing reimburses the firm within 72 
hours of notification. 


NEXON DEFINED tampering as, 


"an apparent deliberate effort to alfer 
the state of the meter so that when 
the company's meter representative 
reads it, he will record a reading 
which reflects less than the customers 
actual use or actual demand." 


Refusing to comment on methods by 


which the company detects meter 
tampering, Nexon said, "It might 
create more opportunity for tamper- 
ing. It would be educating the public 
how to do it." Ho said many times 
there is physical evidence accom- 
panied by "gross inconsistency" in 
electric bills. 


Other company officials have said 


there are several adjustable mecha- 
nisms inside an electric meler that 
can be altered to slow the meter, re- 
sulting in up to a 40 per cent decline 
in monthly electric use. Some com- 
mercial establishments can save up to 
$10,000 annually, they said. 


Nexon confirmed earlier accounts 


given to The Herald that meter tam- 
pering could be part of an organk-ed 
crime ring. "We suspect someone is 
selling the service — soliciting on a 
door-to-door basis. It has proliferated 
in such an unusual way that, yes, we 
have some reason to believe it is the 
result of organized activity." 


TWO MOUNT Prospect merchants 


have confirmed being approached by 
a man offering to "fix" Iheir electric 
meters. Although they were told they 
could "make money on it, ' Edward 
Pung, owner of the Towne Gate res- 
taurant, 10 N. Main St., and Donald B. 
Moss, owner of the With Style Beauty 
Salon, 14 N. Main St., refused the of- 
fers. 


Commonwealth 
Edison 
officials 


have said the electric meters of at 
least five Mount Prospect restaurants 
appear to have been tampered with as 
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part of a major areawide scheme. 


Although some company officials 


have contended the only way to press 
charges against a meter tamperer is 
to "catch him in the act," Nexon re- 
futed his colleagues, saying, "You can 
find a web of circumstances to impli- 
cate a suspect. Murderers usually are 
not caught red-handed." 


Nexon would not elaborate on alter- 


nate means by which to arrest a me- 
ter tamperer. No arrests have been 
made by the Illinois Bureau of In- 
vestigation in its ongoing probe into 
meter tampering throughout the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area. ''More prose- 
cution would be very healthy in af- 
fecting our revenue loss," Nexon said. 


He said it is important to the firm 


that more suspects be prosecuted, but 
he said Edison is concerned primarily 
with recovering the money it has lost 
for its services. "We've acted on 
enough 
commercial establishmenls 


that we are in the process of collec- 
ting $700,000," he said. 


The company has received the mon- 


ey by billing, on a prorated basis, 
those businesses whose meters appar- 
ently have been tampered with. 


"In a number of cases, tampering is 


clear beyond a doubt," Nexon said. 
"But who did it is not. The problem of 
getting a criminal conviction is quite 
difficult"

Nexon would not say how many in- 


stances of meter tampering have been 
discovered, but he admitted, "II is 
quite widely distributed and can be 
found in very large numbers of subur- 
ban areas. There always has been a 
certain amount of tampering with me- 
ters. There was a very sharp rise in 
such activities beginning about

months ago."

tial customers in Illinois, sampled 700 
of its commercial electric meters. 
"We were satisfied tampering had oc- 
curred" in 1 per cent of fhose, Nexon 
said. 


"Tampering 
is also apparent in 


residential meters but there are no 
significant 
changes," Nexon 
said. 


"We have not made a residential 


sample. It is not the focus of our cur- 
rent investigation. Residential tam- 
pering is less important because the 
individual amounts are smaller." 


As a result of the increased in- 


cidents of meter tampering, Com- 
monwealth Edison in June filed with 
the ICC to insert a paragraph regard- 
ing meter tampering into its current 
"terms and conditions of service" 
statement. Nexon said now there are 
no specifics regarding tampering in 
the 
firm's 
operational guidelines. 


"There are some general provisions 
that apply which ought to be tough- 
ened up," he said. 


Nexon told the ICC the thrust of 


Commonwealth Edison's proposal is 
remedial. "We don't want to impose a 
penalty, hardship or accusation," he 
said. "We are heightening our vigil- 
ance and purchasing tamper-proof 
meters. But there is no fool-proof way 
of preventing tampering that we know 
of."

Hurricane Belle pummels Long Island 


N'EW YORK (UPI) - 
Hurricane 


Belle, shifting slightly but suddenly 
westward towards land. Monday night 
directed 
lOfl-mile-pcr-hour winds at 


Jones Beach and the most densely 
populated areas of suburban Long Is- 
land. 


"All of a sudden it made a little 


wiggle toward the west and that 
means it's moving across from the 
sea to the land further west than we 
thought." said Harold Gibson of the 
National Weather Service 


The hurricane — the first of the sea- 


sqc — approached Jones Beach off 


the southern tier of Long Island short- 
ly before midnight. 


Gibson said storm's eye was on a 


course due north across the 25-mile 
width of Long Island toward the north 
shore at Oyster Bay, where an al- 
ready high tide caused by full-moon 
conditions was feared to reach record 
heights. 


Shortly before midnight, the storm's 


center was just south of Long Island 
moving north at 25 to 30 m.p.h. Winds 
swept the shoreline at 100 m.p.h. at 
the center of the storm. Fringe winds 
reaching from 50-70 m.p.h. swept west- 


ward toward New York City. New 
York Gov. Hugh L. Carey activated 
1,000 National Guardsmen to aid resi- 
dents in the metropolitan area.

eral sources and is intended to be 
more suited to village problems, Tim- 
mons said. He did not make the con- 
tents of the report public, however, 
and said he would not comment fur- 
ther until he had a chance to study 
the report. 


Discussion of past code proposals, 


which would affect all municipal staff 
members and public officials, has re- 
volved around restrictions that would 
require real estate workers on the vil- 
lage board or village commissions to 
sign statements saying they will not 
accept income from property sales 
pending before the village. 


It also requires brokers to refuse in- 


come from that sale for a one year 
period following any action on the 
property, Trustee William Cowin, a 
self-employed real estate broker, has 
criticized that part of the proposed 
code repeatedly, labeling it "impos-

$763,000 budget on parks agenda 


A proposed $763,000 budget for the 


1976-77 fiscal year will be presented to 
the Schaumburg Park District Board 
for adoption Thursday. 


The park board meeting at 8:30 


p.m. at the Meineke Community Cen- 
ter, 220 E. Weathersfield Way, is open 
to the public. 


The budget provides 6 per cent 


across the board pay increases for 
park district employes and represents 
an increase of $115,000 over last year, 
Jerry Baer, park business manager, 
said Monday. 


Baer said the park district tax rate 


is 32.5 cents per $100 equalized as- 
sessed valuation, down from 
last 


year's 32.7 cents, meaning taxes on a 
house with an assessed valuation of 
$20,000 is $65. 


Baer said the park district will file 


a separate 5.89-cent levy to make up 
for $180,000 in taxes "temporarily" 


lost this year when a clerical error 
mistakenly listed the corporate levy 
rate at 4.11 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation rather than 10 cents. 


Baer said the error, discovered last 


month, will cause a "temporary'" 
cash flow problem not expected to af- 
fect park 
programs or facilities. 


Eventually, the district will collect 
more in taxes because the delayed 
5.89-cent levy will be applied to a tax 
base of $301 million, up $66 million 
from last year.

A chapter in the personal history 


book of the Northwest suburbs came 
quietly to an end not long ago. But 
unless you know Dr. Edwin M. 
McGill, or were one of his patients, 
you probably missed it. 


You missed it because life in the 


Northwest suburbs is too big and too 
busy to pnuse over the departure of 
one man. And that is part of the rea- 
son why McGill, 54. is leaving the Vil- 


lage of Arlington Heights for the 
small town of Kerrville, Tex. (popu- 
lation 12,672). 


"When I came out here there were 


a b o u t 9,500 people in Arlington 
Heights. Today, I guess there's about 
75,000. We've become part of such a 
large metropolitan area that I'm look- 
ing for something slower paced," he 
says. 


McGILL WAS A kind of pioneer, 


one of the first specialists in obstet- 
rics and gynecology to set up practice 
in the Northwest suburbs. There was 
not even a hospital in the area when 
he opened his office. 


"The phone book listed between 9 


and 12 doctors, almost all general 
practitioners and of these, three were 
either retiring or retired. The nearest 
hospital was in Evanston or Resurrec- 
tion Hospital in (northwest) Chicago," 
he says. 


McGill was a charter member of 


the medical staff at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital when it opened in De- 
cember 1959, and served two con- 
secutive terms as the hospital's first 
medical staff president. 


"Where I'm going (Sid Peterson 


Memorial Hospital in Kerrville) is 
much the same kind of hospital North- 
west Community was when it first 
opened," says McGill, who readily ad- 
mits to a certain feeling of deja vu in 
connection with his move. 


ONE DIFFERENCE he is longing for 


is a lower birth rate in Kerrville than 
he has known in the child-prone 
Northwest suburbs. McGill estimates 
that he has delivered 6,000 babies into 
the world during his practice here. 
"That's a small town," he says al- 
most sheepishly. 


There is no bitterness in his voice 


when McGill talks about leaving the 
Northwest suburbs. The people and the 
practice have been good to him. "The 


towns just grew," he says. 


In a practice where 45-to 50-hour 


weeks were a minimum, McGill de- 
cided it was time to get out. 


"I'll 
sacrifice some money. You 


can't slow down and expect to go 
along with the same income. I haven't 
really looked into the economics of 
medicine in Kerrville. I don't know 
what an average fee is there. 


"Hopefully what I will have is a 


little time to hunt and fish." 


BEFORE HE LEFT, McGill sent a 


letter to his many patients offering re- 
ferral to another doctor. There are 
many obstetricians and gynecologists 
on the staffs of local hospitals today 
and care "is readily available," he 
says. 


McGill says his new home town is 


"rolling and hilly" country some 60 
miles northwest of San Antonio in the 
vicinity of the LBJ ranch. Deer and 
other game animals are common.

Meter 'fixing' 
concentrated in 
suburbs: official

Meter tampering, which is costing 


Commonwealth Edison Co. $1 million 
annually, is concentrated in the West 
and Northwest suburbs, a company 
official said Monday. 


Hubert H. Nexon, the utility's senior 


vice president, said an investigation 
has confirmed meter tampering has 
occurred in Mount Prospect, Arling- 
ton Heights and Palatine among "me- 
d i u m-s i z e d 
commercial 
estab- 


lishments," including several restau- 
rants. Nexon said "businesses of ev- 
ery type" are Involved. He would not, 
however, release the names of those 
businesses whose olectricity meters 
appear to have been tampered with. 


Nexon testified Monday before the 


Illinois Commerce Commission re- 
questing that Edison be allowed to 
disconnect electric service unless a 
customer suspected of meter tamper- 
ing reimburses the firm within 72 
hours of notification. 


NEXON DEFINED tampering as, 


"an apparent deliberate effort to alfer 
the state of the meter so that when 
the company's meter representative 
reads it, he will record a reading 
which reflects less than the customers 
actual use or actual demand." 


Refusing to comment on methods by 


which the company detects meter 
tampering, Nexon said, "It might 
create more opportunity for tamper- 
ing. It would be educating the public 
how to do it." He said many times 
there is physical evidence accom- 
panied by "gross inconsistency" in 
electric bills. 


Other company officials have said 


there are several adjustable mecha- 
nisms inside an electric meter that 
can be altered to slow the meter, re- 
sulting in up to a 40 per cent decline 
in monthly electric use. Some com- 
mercial establishments can save up to 
$10,000 annually, they said. 


Nexon confirmed earlier accounts 


given to The Herald that meter tam- 
pering could be part of an organized 
crime ring. "We suspect someone is 
selling the service — soliciting on a 
door-to-door basis. It has proliferated 
in such an unusual way that, yes, we 
have some reason to believe it is the 
result of organized activity." 


TWO MOUNT Prospect merchants 


have confirmed being approached by 
a man offering to "fix" their electric 
meters. Although they were told they 
could "make money on it,' Edward 
Pung, owner of the Towne Gate res- 
taurant, JO N. Main St., and Donald B. 
Moss, owner of the With Style Beauty 
Salon, 14 N. Main St, refused the of- 
fers. 


Commonwealth 
Edison 
officials 


have said the electric meters of at 
least five Mount Prospe2t restaurants 
appear to have been tampered with as 
part of a major areawide scheme. 


Although some company officials 


have contended the only way to press 
charges against a meter tamperer is 
to "catch him in the act," Nexon re- 


futed his colleagues, saying, "You can 
find a web of circumstances to impli- 
cate a suspect. Murderers usually are 
not caught red-handed." 


Nexon would not elaborite on alter- 


nate means by which to arrest a me- 
ter tamperer. No arrests have been 
made by the Illinois Bureau of In- 
vestigation in its ongoing probe into 
meter tampering throughout the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area. "More prose- 
cution would be very healthy in af- 
fecting our revenue loss," Nexon said. 


He said it is important to the 'inn 


that more suspects be prosecuted, but 
he said Edison is concerned primarily 
with recovering the money it has lost 
for its services. "We've acted on 
enough 
commercial 
establishments 


that we are in the process of collec- 
ting $700,000," he said. 


The company has received the mon- 


ey by billing, on a prorated basis, 
those businesses whose meters appar- 
ently have been tampered with 


"In a number of cases, tampenng is 


clear beyond a don' ," Nexon said. 
"But who did it is not. The problem of 
getting a criminal conviction is quite 
difficult." 


Nexon would not say how many in- 


stances of meter tampering have been 
discovered, but he admitted, "It is 
quite widely distributed and can be 
found in very large numbers of subur- 
ban areas. There always has been a 
certain amount of tampering with me- 
ters. There was a very sharp rise in 
such activities beginning about 13 
months ago." 


THE 
COMPANY, 
which 
serves 


three million commercial and residen- 
tial customers in Illinois, sampled 700 
of its commercial electric meters. 
"We were satisfied tampering had oc- 
curred" in 1 per cent of those, Nexon 
said. 


"Tampering 
is also apparent in 


residential meters but there are no 
significant 
changes." Nexon 
said. 


"We have not made a residential 
sample. It is not the focus of our cur- 
rent investigation. Residential 
tam- 


pering is less important because the 
individual amounts are smaller." 


As a result of the increased in- 


cidents of meter tampering, Com- 
monwealth Edison in June filed with 
the ICC to insert a paragraph regard- 
ing meter tampering into its current 
"terms and conditions of service" 
statement. Nexon said now there are 
no specifics regarding tampering in 
the 
firm's 
operational 
guidelines. 


"There are some general provisions 
that apply which ought to be tough- 
ened up," he said. 


Nexon told the ICC the thrust of 


Commonwealth Edison's proposal is 
remedial. "We don't want to impose a 
penalty, hardship or accusation," he 
said. "We are heightening our vigil- 
anoe and purchasing tamper-proof 
meters. But there is no fool-proof way 
of preventing tampering that we know 
of."

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Hurricane Belle pummels Long Island 


NEW YORK (DPIi - 
Hurricane 


Belle, shifting slightly but suddenly 
westward towards land. Monday night 
directed 100-mile-per-hour winds at 
•fonts Beach and the most densely 
populated areas of suburban Long Is- 
kind. 


"All of a sudden it made a little 


wiggle toward the west and that 
means it's moving across from the 
sea to the land further west than we 
thought." snid Harold Gibson of the 
National Weather Service. 


The hurricane — the first of the sca- 


Mjn — approached Jones Beach off 


the southern tier of Long Island short- 
ly before midnight. 


Gibson said storm's eye was on a 


course due north across the 23-mile 
width of Long Island toward the north 
shore at Oyster Bay, where an al- 
ready high tide caused by full-moon 
conditions was feared to reach record 
heights. 


Shortly before midnight, the storm's 


center was just south of Long Island 
moving north at 25 to 30 m.p.h. Winds 
swept the shoreline at 100 m.p.h. at 
the center of the storm. Fringe winds 
reaching from 50-70 m.p.h. swej-t west- 


ward toward New York City. New 
York Gov. Hugh L. Carey activated 
1.000 National Guardsmen to aid resi- 
dents in the metropolitan are?. 


Earlier Belle remained far enough 


out to sea in its daylong sweep up the 
Atlantic coast from North Carolina 
past New Jersey to keep damage to a 
minimum. Hundreds 
of thousands 


were evacuated from low-lying re- 
gions along the way and most re- 
turned 
to coastlines 
after 
Belle 


passed. 


"High winds and tides will be the 


main problem in coastal areas," the 


bureau said. Because of the strong 
gravitational pull of a full moon tides 
already were high, and meteorologists 
said tides could rise 12 to 15 feet 
above normal in some inlets. 


No injuries or deaths were attribut- 


ed directly to the storm but five per- 
sons were killed in an auto accident 
on a rain-slick highway in North Caro- 
lina. 


The Weather Service said Belle ear- 


ly Monday evening turned toward the 
New 
York Metropolitan 
area — 


home of 18 million people in densely 
populated areas New York, New Jer- 


sey and Connecticut. 


Thousands

were evacuated or told to prepare to 
seek higher ground along the Eastern 
seaboard from Maryland to Maine. 


But Belle moved north past North 


Carolina, Virginia, Maryland and 
Delaware while still far out into At- 
lantic, and hurricane watches and 
warnings for those states were lifted. 
But damage was reported from high 
winds, flash flooding and high tides 
caused by the gale force winds that 
pushed 100 miles toward the coast.

Several members of the Rolling 


Meadows finance committee Monday 
blasted the public library board for 
almost doubling the 1977-78 library tax 
rate by approving a budget that calls 
for a 66 per cent increase over this 
year's budget.

brary board's request for a. $12,000 
loan'to build a parking lot to the city 
council. 


"You sold the city council a bill of 


goods when you promised not to sock 
it to us the first year you could," Aid. 
Fredrick Jacobson, 5th said. 


"I don't object to the loan request, 


but you reneged on pre-referendum 
promises to raise the taxes gradu- 
ally," he said. 


Balanced 
budget seen 
in Dist. 214 


The 1976-77 tentative budget for 


High School Dist. 214 that calls for ex- 
penditures of $48 million, a 6.63 per 
cent increase from last year's $45 mil- 
lion budget, will permit a balanced 
budget, school officials said Monday. 


"We should live within our reve- 


nues," said board member John Cos- 
tello. He said surplus funds totaling 
more, than $7 million in the five major 
accounts will allow the district to pre- 
vent deficit spending this year al- 
though expenditures will exceed new 
revenue by about $2 million. 


THE DISTRICT anticipates receiv- 


ing $46 million from property taxes, 
state aid and other sources in the five 
major funds—the education, building 
bond and interest, transportation and 
retirement funds. The 1976-77 revenue 
is expected to be 16.5 per cent greater 
than last year's revenue of $39.6 mil- 
lion. 


The district also anticipates 'receiv- 


ing $55,000 in the site and construction 
fund and an additional $1.1 million in 
the working cash fund. The working 
cash fund which will total $15 2 mil-

Eventual use of the 
property is for a library addition, but 
the library board has said the most 
immediate need for the land is to 
create additional parking. 


The library board, because of a 


February referendum, has authority 
to raise its tax rate from 15 to 29 
cents per $100 evaluation. The board 
expects to pay for the land purchase 
and improvements when it receives 
its tax money next October. 


Dahlin said he was requesting the

Life here too fast for ya?

A chapter in the personal history 


book of the Northwest suburbs came 
quietly to an end not long ago. But 
unless you know Dr. 
Edwin M. 


McGlll. or were one of his patients, 
you probably missed it. 


You missed it because life in the 


Northwest suburbs is too big and too 
busy to pause over the departure of 
one man. And that is part of the rea- 
son why McGill, 54, is leaving the Vil- 


lage of Arlington Heights for the 
small town of Kerrville, Tex. (popu- 
lation 12,672). 


"When I came out here there were 


a b o u t 9,500 people in Arlington 
Heights. Today, I guess there's about 
75,000. We've become part of such a 
large metropolitan area that I'm look- 
ing for something slower paced," he 
says. 


McGILL WAS A kind of pioneer, 


one of the first specialists in obstet- 
rics and gynecology to set up practice 
in the Northwest suburbs. There was 
not even a hospital in the area when 
he opened his office. 


"The phone book listed between 9 


and 12 doctors, almost all general 
practitioners and of these, three were 
either retiring or retired. The nearest 
hospital was in Evanston or Resurrec- 
tion Hospital in (northwest) Chicago." 
he says. 


McGill was a charter member of 


the medical staff at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital when it opened in De- 
cember 1959, and served two con- 
secutive terms as the hospital's first 
medical staff president. 


"Where I'm going (Sid Peterson 


Memorial Hospital in Kerrville) is 
much the same kind of hospital North- 
west Community was when it first 
opened," says McGill, who readily ad- 
mits to a certain feeling of deja vu in 
connection with his move. 


ONE DIFFERENCE he is longing for 


is a lower birth rate in Kerrville than 
he has known in the 
child-prone 


Northwest suburbs. McGill estimates 
that he has delivered 6,000 babies into 
the world during his practice here. 
"That's a small town," he says al- 
most sheepishly. 


There is no bitterness in his voice 


when McGill talks about leaving the 
Northwest suburbs. The people and the 
practice have been good to him. "The 


towns just grew," he says. 


In a practice where 45-to 50-hour 


weeks were a minimum, McGill de- 
cided it was time to get out. 


"I'll 
sacrifice some money. You 


can't slow down and expect to go 
along with the same income. I haven't 
really looked into the economics of 
medicine in Kerrville. I don't know 
what an average fee is there. 


"Hopefully what I will have is a 


little time to hunt and fish." 


BEFORE HE LEFT, McGill sent a 


letter to his many patients offering re- 
ferral to another doctor. There are 
many obstetricians and gynecologists 
on the staffs of local hospitals today 
and care "is readily available," he 
says, 


McGill says his new home town is 


"rolling and hilly" country some 60 
miles northwest of San Antonio in the 
vicinity of the LBJ ranch.

Suburbs focus of meter 
tampering: Edison chief

Meter tampering, which is costing 


Commonwealth Edison Co. $1 million 
annually, is concentrated in the West 
and Northwest suburbs, a company 
official said Monday. 


Hubert H. Nexon, the utility's senior 


vice president, said an investigation 
has confirmed meter tampering has 
occurred in Mount Prospect, Arling- 
ton Heights and Palatine among -me- 
cl i u m-s i z e d 
commercial 
estab- 


lishments," including several restau- 
rants. Nexon said "businesses of ev- 
ery type" are involved. He would not, 
however, release the names of those 
businesses whose electricity meters 
appear to have been tampered with. 


Nexon testified Monday before 
I he 


Illinois Commerce Commission 
re- 


questing that Edison be allowed to 
disconnect electric service unless a 
customer suspected of meter tamper- 
ing reimburses the firm 
within 72 


hours of notification. 


NEXON DEFINED tampering as, 


"an apparent deliberate effort lo alter 
the state ot the meter so tha'. when 
the company's meter representative 
rends it. he will record a reading 
which reflects less than the customers 
actual use or actual demand " 


Refusing to comment on methods by 


which the company detects meter 
tampering, 
Nexon said, "It might 


create more opportunity for tamper- 
ing. It would be educating the public 
how lo do it." He said many times 
there is physical evidence 
accom- 


panied bv "gross inconsistency" in 
electric bills. 


Other company officials have said 


there are several adjustable mecha- 
nisms inside an electric meter that 
can be altered to slow the meter, re- 
sulting in up to a 40 per cent decline 
in monthly electric use. Some com- 
mercial establishments can save up to 
$10,000 annually, they said. 


Nexon confirmed earlier accounts 


given to The Herald that meter tam- 
pering could be part of an organized 
crime ring. "We suspect someone is 


selling the service — soliciting on a 
door-to-door basis. It has proliferated 
in such an unusual way thai. yes. we 
have some reason to believe it is the 
result of organized activity."

have confirmed being approached by 
a man offering to ''fix1' their electric 
meters.

ready high tide caused by full-moon 
conditions was feared to reach record 
heights.

moving north at 25 to 30 m.p.h. Winds 
swept the shoreline at 100 m.p.h. at 
the center of the storm. Fringe winds 
reaching from 50-70 m.p.h. swept west- 


ward toward New York City. New 
York Gov. Hugh L. Carey activated 
1,000 National Guardsmen to aid resi- 
dents in the metropolitan area. 


Earlier Belle remained far enough 


out to sea in its daylong sweep up the 
Atlantic coast from North Carolina 
past New Jersey to keep damage to a 
minimum. Hundreds of thousands 
were evacuated from low-lying re- 
gions along the way and most re- 
turned 
to coastlines 
after 
Belle 


passed. 


"High winds and tides will be the 


main problem in coastal areas," the 


bureau said. Because of the strong 
gravitational pull of a full moon tides 
already were high, and meteorologists 
said tides could rise 12 to 15 feet 
above normal in some inlets. 


No injuries or deaths were attribut- 


ed directly to the storm but five per- 
sons were killed in an auto accident 
on a rain-slick highway in North Caro- 
lina.

Life here too fast for ya? 
Doc agrees; he's leavin'

A chapter in the personal history 


book of the Northwest suburbs came 
quietly to an end not long ago. But 
unless you know Dr. 
Edwin M. 


McGill, or were one of his patients, 
you probably missed it. 


You missed it because life in the 


Northwest suburbs is too big and too 
busy to pause over the departure of 
one man. And that is part of the rea- 
son why McGill, 54, is leaving the Vil- 


lage of Arlington Heights for the 
small town of Kerrville, Tex. (popu- 
lation 12,672). 


"When I came out here there were 


a b o u t 9,500 people in Arlington 
Heights. Today, I guess there's about 
75,000. We've become part of such a 
large metropolitan area that I'm look- 
ing for something slower paced," he 
says. 


McGILL WAS A kind of pioneer, 


one of the first specialists in obstet- 
rics and gynecology to set up practice 
in the Northwest suburbs. There was 
not even a hospital in the area when 
he opened his office, 


"The phone book listed between 9 


and 12 doctors, almost all general 
practitioners and of these, three were 
either retiring or retired. The nearest 
hospital was in Evanston or Resurrec- 
tion Hospital in (northwest) Chicago," 
he says. 


McGill was a charter member of 


the medical staff at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital when it opened in De- 
cember 1959, and served two con- 
secutive terms as the hospital's first 
medical staff president. 


"Where I'm going (Sid Peterson 


Memorial Hospital in Kerrville) is 
much the same kind of hospital North- 
west Community was when it tirst 
opened," says McGill, who readily ad- 
mits to a certain feeling of deja vu in 
connection with his move. 


ONE DIFFERENCE he is longing for 


is a lower birth rate in Kerrville than 
he has known in the child-prone 
Northwest suburbs. McGill estimates 
that he has delivered 6,000 babies into 
the world during his practice here. 
"That's a small town," he says al- 
most sheepishly. 


There is no bitterness in his voice 


when McGill talks about leaving the 
Northwest suburbs. The people and the 
practice have been good to him. "The 


towns just grew," he says. 


In a practice where 45-to 50-hour 


weeks were a minimum, McGill de- 
cided it was time to get out. 


"I'll sacrifice some money. You 


can't slow down and expect to go 
along with the same income. I haven't 
really looked into the economics of 
medicine in Kerrville. I don't know 
what an average fee is there. ' 


"Hopefully what I will have is a 


little time to hunt and fish." 


BEFORE HE LEFT, McGill sent a

'Businesses of every type involved' 
Meter 'fix' linked to area: official

Meter tampering, which is costing 


Commonwealth Edison Ca. $1 million 
annually, is concentrated in the West 
and Northwest suburbs, a company 
official said Monday. 


Hubert H. Nexon, the utility's senior 


vice president, said an investigation 
has confirmed meter tampering has 
occurred in Mount Prospect, Arling- 
ton Heights and Palatine among "me- 
d i u m-s i z e d 
commercial 
estab- 


lishments," including several restau- 
rants. Nexon said "businesses of ev- 
ery type" are involved. He would not, 
however, release the names of those 
businesses whose olectricity meters 
appear to have been tampered with. 


Nexon testified Monday before the 


Illinois Commerce Commission re- 
questing that Edison be allowed to 
disconnect electric service unless a 
customer suspected of meter tamper- 
ing reimburses the firm 
within 72 


hours of notification. 


NEXON DEFINED tampering as, 


"an apparent deliberate effort to alter 
the state of the meter so that when 
the company's meter representative 
reads it, he will record a reading 
which reflects less than the customers 
actual use or actual demand." 


Refusing to comment on methods by 


which the company detects meter 
tampering, Nexon said, "It might 
create more opportunity for tamper- 
ing. It would be educating the public 
how to do it." He said many times 
there is physical evidence 
accom- 


panied by "gross inconsistency" in 
electric bills. 


Other company officials have said 


there are several adjustable mecha- 
nisms inside an electric meter that 
can be altered to slow the meter, re- 
sulting in up to a 40 per cent decline 
in monthly electric use. Some com- 
mercial establishments can save up to 
$10,000 annually, they said. 


Nexon confirmed earlier accounts 


given to The Herald that meter tam- 
pering could be part of an organized 
crime ring. "We suspect someone is 
selling the service — soliciting on a 
door-to-door basis. It has proliferated 
in such an unusual way that, yes, we 
have some reason to believe it is the 
result of organized activity."

Commonwealth 
Edison 
officials 


have said the electric meters of at 
least five Mount Prospect restaurants 
appear to have been tampered with as 
part of a major areawide scheme. 


Although some company 
officials 


have contended the only way to press 
charges against a meter tamperer is 
to "catch him in the act," Nexon re- 
futed his colleagues, saying, "You can 
find a web of circumstances to impli- 
cate a suspect. Murderers usually are 
not caught red-handed." 


Nexon would not elaborate on alter- 


nate means by which to arrest a me- 
ter tamperer. No arrests have been 
made by the Illinois Bureau of In- 
vestigation in its ongoing probe into 
meter tampering throughout the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area. "More prose- 
cution would be very healthy in af- 
fecting our revenue loss," Nexon said. 


He said it is important to the firm 


that more suspects be prosecuted, but 
he said Edison is concerned primarily 
with recovering the money it has lost 
for its services. 
"We've acted on 


enough 
commercial establishmenls 


that we are in the process of collec- 
ting $700,000," he said. 


The company has received the mon- 


ey by billing, on a prorated basis, 
those businesses whose meters appar- 
ently have been tampered with. 


"In a number of cases, tampering is 


clear beyond a doubt," Nexon said. 
"But who did it is not. The problem of 
getting a criminal conviction is quite 
difficult." 


Nexon would not say how many in- 


stances of meter tampering have been 
discovered, but he admitted, "It is 
quite widely distributed and can be 


found in very large numbers of subur- 
ban areas. There always has been a 
certain amount of tampering with me- 
ters. There was a very sharp rise in 
such activities beginning about W 
months ago." 


THE 
COMPANY, 
which 
serves 


three million commercial and residen- 
tial customers in Illinois, sampled 700 
of its commercial electric 
meters. 


"We were satisfied tampering had oc- 
curred" in 1 per cent of those, Nexon 
said. 


"Tampering 
is also apparent in 


residential meters but there are no 
significant 
changes," 
Nexon said. 


"We have not made a residential 
sample. It is not the focus of our cur- 
rent investigation. Residential 
tam- 


pering is less important because the 
individual amounts are smaller." 


As a result of the increased in- 


cidents of meter tampering, Com- 
monwealth Edison in June filed with 
the ICC to insert a paragraph regard- 
ing meter tampering into its current 
"terms and conditions of service" 
statement. Nexon said now there are 
no specifics regarding tampering in 
the 
firm's 
operational guidelines. 


"There are some general provisions 
that apply which ought to be tough- 
ened up," he said. 


Nexon told the ICC the thrust of 


Commonwealth Edison's proposal is 
remedial. "We don't want to imuose a 
penalty, hardship or accusation." he 
said. "We are heightening our vigil- 
ance and 
purchasing tamper-proof 


meters. But there is no fool-proof way 
of preventing tampering that we know 
of."

least five Mount Prospect restaurants 
appear to have been tampered with as 
part of a major areawide scheme. 


Although some company officials 


have contended the only way to press 
charges against a meter tamperer is 
to "catch him in the act," Nexon re- 
futed his colleagues, saying, "You can 
find a web of circumstances to impli- 
cate a suspect. Murderers usually are 
not caught red-handed." 


Nexon would not elaborate on alter- 


nate means by which to arrest a me- 
ter tamperer. No arrests have been 
made by the Illinois Bureau of In- 
vestigation in its ongoing probe into 
meter tampering throughout the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area. "More prose- 
cution would be very healthy in af- 
fecting our revenue loss," Nexon said.

day of kidnaping and robbery in an

Hearst. 


The jury acquitted the Harrises on 


six counts of assault with a deadly 
weapon. The Harrises were found 
guilty of kidnaping Thomas Mathews. 
a high school athlete, and Frank Sut- 
ler, a middle-aged man and gave 
them a ride during a wild flight 
across the city after the shooting at a 
sporting goods store. 


The jury also found them guilty of

Life here too fast for ya? 
Doc agrees; he's leavin'

A chapter in the personal history 


book of the Northwest suburbs came 
quietly to an end not long ago. But 
unless you know Dr. 
Edwin M. 


McGill, or were one of his patients, 
you probably missed it. 


You missed it because life in the 


Northwest suburbs is too big and too 
busy to pause over the departure of 
one man. And that is part of the rea- 
son why McGill, 54, is leaving the Vil- 


lage of Arlington Heights for the 
small town of Kerrville, Tex. (popu- 
lation 12,672). 


"When I came out here there were 


a b o u t 9,500 people in Arlington 
Heights. Today, I guess there's about 
75,000. We've become part of such a 
large metropolitan area that I'm look- 
ing for something slower paced," lie 
says. 


iNlcGIlX WAS A kind of pioneer, 


one of the first specialists in obstet- 
rics and gynecology to set up practice 
in the Northwest suburbs. There was 
not even a hospital in the area when 
he opened his office. 


"The phone book listed between 9 


and 12 doctors, almost all general 
practitioners and of these, three were 
either retiring or retired. The nearest 
hospital was in E vanston or Resurrec- 
tion Hospital in (northwest) Chicago," 
he says. 


McGill was a charter member of 


the medical staff at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital when it opened in De- 
cember 1959, and served two con- 
secutive terms as the hospital's first 
medical staff president. 


"Where I'm going (Sid Peterson 


Memorial Hospital in Kerrville) is 
much the same kind of hospital North- 
west Community was when it first 
opened," says McGill, who readily ad- 
mits to a certain feeling of deja vu in 
connection with his move. 


ONE DIFFERENCE he is longing for 
is a lower birth rate in Kerrville than 
he has known in the child-prone 
Northwest suburbs. McGill estimates 
that he has delivered 6,000 babies into 
the world during his practice here. 
"That's a small town," he says al- 
most sheepishly. 


There is no bitterness in his voice 


when McGill talks about leaving the 
Northwest suburbs. The people and the 
practice have been good to him. "The 


towns just grew," he says. 


In a practice where 45-to 50-hour 


weeks were a minimum, McGill de- 
cided it was time to get out. 


"I'll sacrifice some money.. You 


can't slow down and expect to go 
along with the same income. I haven't 
really looked into the economics of 
medicine in Kerrville. I don't know 
what an average fee is there. 


"Hopefully what I will have is a 


little time to hunt and fish." 


BEFORE HE LEFT, McGill sent a 


letter to his many patients offering re- 
ferral to another doctor. There are 
many obstetricians and gynecologists 
on the staffs of local hospitals today 
and care "is readily available," he 
says. 


McGill says his new home town is 


"rolling and hilly" country some 60 
miles northwest of San Antonio in the 
vicinity of the LBJ ranch. Deer and 
other game animals are common.

meters. But there is no fool-proof way 
of preventing tampering that we Know 
of."
